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ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT 


Tuesday,  March  25,  1913. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  above  date,  mem- 
bers-elect of  the  city  council  for  the  municipal  year  of  1913 
ancTthe  members  from  the  previous  council  met  for  organ- 
ization at  the  city  council  room  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  city  charter. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  the  mayor-elect, 
Hon.  George  B.  Cox,  by  the  retiring  Mayor,  Hon.  George 
H.  Saltmarsh. 

The  mayor  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  follow- 
ing councilmen-elect,  viz.:

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Shattuck, 
after  which  the  mayor  delivered  his  inaugural  address. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF  HON.  GEORGE  B.  COX,  MARCH  25,  1913 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

Time  and  the  law  have  brought  us  to  this  occasion. 
Through  the  goodness  of  an  Infinite  Father  we  live  and 
the  city  prospers.  To-day  one  political  party  yields  place, 
power  and  responsibility  to  another.  Upon  us,  represent- 
ing the  two  parties  which  united  in  action  in  the  late  elec- 
tion, rests  the  responsibility  of  good  and  economical  gov- 
ernment during  the  coming  year. 

I  am  now  prompted  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  men  who  have 
preceded  me  in  the  office  which  I  now  assume.  I  follow 
professional  men  of  marked  ability  and  business  men  of 
resources  and  large  experience  in  matters  of  finance,  each 
bringing  to  the  office,  as  I  now  do,  a  desire  to  serve  well 
and  accomplish  results  beneficial  to  the  city.  I  congratu- 
late Laconia  and  deem  it  exceedingly  fortunate  for  myself 
that  this  council  organizes  with  men  of  ability  and  exper- 
ience. We  to-day  assume  the  business  management  of  a. 
corporation  having  large  property  interests.  The  civic 
welfare  of  eleven  thousand  human  souls  is  entrusted  to  the 
integrity  of  our  purpose  and  the  soundness  of  our  judgment. 
The  interests  submitted  to  our  control  and  direction  are 
several  and  varied;  the  right  of  the  public — of  the  com- 
plete whole — seems  at  times  to  be  antagonistic  to  and  en- 
croaching upon  the  individual.  The  sacrifice  which  each 
must  make  that  the  great  whole  may  be  maintained  often 
irritates  and  inflames.  And  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  the  administration  shall  be  in  close  touch  with  the 
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citizen  whose  municipal  government  this  is.  The  indivi- 
dual has  the  right  to  the  attention  and  courteous  considera- 
tion of  the  man  he  elects  to  office.  The  voter  is  the  crea- 
tor— the  official,  the  created.  Touch  and  friendship  will 
help  us  to  a  satisfactory  end.  And,  further,  it  is  profit- 
able to  remember  the  wise  axiom,  "We  are  never  too  old 
to  learn  nor  too  wise  to  profit  from  suggestion."  Each 
department  of  the  city  government  is  only  a  part  of  that 
creature  which  the  people  have  called  into  being  to  admin- 
ister the  affairs  of  local  government,  and,  as  its  existence 
depends  upon  the  will  of  the  people,  so  it  must  answer  to 
the  people's  demands  and  requirements. 

The  best  results  during  the  coming  year  can  be  attained 
only  through  the  united  and  unselfish  efforts  of  those  who 
have  been  elected  to  office  by  the  party  just  now  coming 
into  power.  For  twenty  years,  and  from  the  incorporation 
of  our  city,  that  part  of  our  people  known,  politically,  as 
the  Republican  Party  has  been  in  control  of  the  entire 
local  government,  with  the  exception  of  the  legal  depart- 
ment for  one  year. 

But  at  last  public  sentiment  demanded  a  change  and  the 
voter  registered  his  vote  in  accordance  with  that  demand. 
While  I  expect  that  the  public  will  be  exacting,  I  firmly  be- 
lieve that  every  loyal  citizen  will  be  our  well-wisher — not 
that  any  particular  party  may  be  perpetuated  in  power  but 
that  our  city  may  prosper.  I  have  an  abiding  faith  in  the 
future  of  Laconia  and  that  faith  is  founded  upon  its  natural 
resources  and  its  people.  Our  location  and  its  environ- 
ment attracts  and  retains;  our  people  are  prosperous  and 
contented;  we  are  wholly  free  from  that  spirit  which  dis- 
turbs Labor  and  jeopardizes  Capital. 

And  this  spirit  of  contentment  and  repugnance  to  agita- 
tion has  its  root  in  the  excellent  character  of  our  people. 
New  industries  can  be  solicited  with  full  assurance  that 
labor  is  satisfied  with  a  just  wage  and  reasonable  hours; 
and  the  present  prosperity  of  the  average  workman  is 
satisfactory  evidence  that  Laconia  capital  is  just  to  the 
employee. 
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We,  as  a  people,  have  a  worthy  ambition  to  own  our  own 
homes.  This  spirit  should  be  fostered  and  all  that  un- 
justly tends  to  hinder  the  realization  of  this  ideal  should  be 
removed.  So  far  as  possible  a  people  should  own  their 
homes  rather  than  to  hire.  As  the  ordinary  house  owner 
has  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  appearance  of  his  home 
and  will  expend  more  in  its  up-keep  and  repair  than  a 
landlord  will  do  to  this  extent,  the  town  is  benefited  by  the 
ownership  being-  vested  in  the  occupant  rather  than  in  a 
landlord  whose  only  interest  is  in  the  financial  returns. 
And  this  consideration  suggests  the  subject  of 

TAXATION. 

It  seems  to  be  agreed  by  all  who  are  familiar  with  the 
facts  that  the  house  which  costs  in  construction  $2,500.00, 
and  less,  pays  more  than  its  just  share  of  the  local  tax. 
I  realize  that  the  assessment  upon  real  property  for  the 
purpose  of  taxation  is  encumbered  and  complicated  by 
vexatious  and  perplexing  questions.  But  it  seems  to  me 
that  it  is  a  just  and  safe  proposition  to  give  the  poor  man 
and  the  householder  of  small  means  the  benefit  of  the  doubt 
wherever  a  question  arises  as  to  where  the  greater  and 
lesser  burden  should  rest.  We  must  protect  the  man  who 
cannot  defend  himself  against  his  stronger  and  richer 
neighbor.  We  must  see  to  it  that  he  does  not  carry  his 
own  and  a  portion  of  the  other's  burden. 

Unjust  taxation  is  as  old  as  the  system  itself,  for,  at  its 
inauguration,  Greed,  full  grown  and  fully  armed,  sug- 
gested himself  as  the  confidential  advisor  of  the  levying 
power. 

That  this  appeal  to  the  future  may  not  be  considered  as 
a  criticism  of  the  present  Board  of  Assessors  I  desire  to 
put  myself  on  record  as  believing  fully  in  their  judgment, 
ability  and  honesty. 

Among  our  varied  interests  to  be  fostered  and  promoted 
is  the  "Summer  Business,"  so  called,  from  which  our 
local  merchants  and  farmers  are  benefited  in  large  degree; 
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and  this  trade  is  bound  to  increase  if  catered  to.  In 
respect  to  location  we  are  more  fortunately  situated  than 
any  other  city  in  New  Hampshire.  We  have  within  our 
limits  a  chain  of  four  lakes,  one  of  which  is  unsurpassed 
in  picturesque  beauty  and  entrancing  landscape;  our 
highways  are,  in  the  main,  level  and  free  from  sand;  from 
our  hills,  yea  even  from  our  streets,  can  be  seen  a  moun- 
tain view  that  charms  the  world's  traveller  and  halts  the 
native  son,  even  in  the  turmoil  of  his  daily  life,  to  worship 
and  to  confess  that  the  works  of  God  are  wonderful. 

But  our  summer  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  built  along 
the  lines  of  the  railroad  and  before  the  creation  of  the 
touring  car,  are  now  largely  dependent  upon  automobile 
travel.  To  accommodate  and  attract  this  travel  which  is 
now  large,  yet  greatly  to  increase,  our  trunk  line  highways 
must  be  maintained  and  improved.  This  involves  consi- 
derable expense  and  taxes  the  skill  of  the  road-builder. 
The  whole  civilized  world  is  wrestling  with  the  problem. 
The  heavy  touring  car  is  absolutely  destructive  to  the  dirt 
road  and  the  macadam  as  it  is  ordinarily  treated — yet  the 
machine,  now  a  thing  of  necessity  as  well  as  a  vehicle  of 
pleasure,  has  turned  into  the  highway  and  the  thorough- 
fare must  be  made  ready.  It  is  a  demanding  condition 
that  cannot  be  ignored.  But  man's  genius  will  soon  build 
a  road  that  can  be  maintained  at  a  reasonable  expense. 

In  accordance  with  the  fixed  policy  of  our  city  we  shall 
provide  for  a  reasonable  and  permanent  improvement  of 
our  streets  generally.  I  wish  to  specially  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  deplorable  condition  of  Union  Avenue  from  its 
junction  with  Main  Street  to  a  point  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  Pitman  Mill.  Through  this  portion  of  the  street  is 
carted  the  freight  from  and  to  Clow's  Hosiery  Mill,  the 
Laconia  Grist  Mill,  Pitman's  Hosiery  Mill  and  Huse's 
Machine  Shop,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  team  traffic 
which  comes  to  a  street  in  the  heart  and  center  of  a  busy 
town.  There  is  but  one  sidewalk  in  this  street  and  that 
too  narrow  to  accommodate  the  many  pedestrians  who  are 
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obliged  to  travel  it.  I  venture  to  say  there  is  more  foot 
travel  through  this  part  of  Union  Avenue  than  there  is 
through  any  other  street  in  the  city  excepting  Main  Street. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  in  its  report  just  submitted 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  calls  attention  to  the  neces- 
sities of  this  street  but  reports  that,  "The  street  lines 
here  are  in  dispute,  and  until  this  is  settled  it  is  impos- 
sible to  make  any  permanent  improvements." 

Now  let  us  see  what,  if  anything,  has  been  done  to  re- 
move, as  far  as  may  be  possible,  this  serious  obstacle.  At 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council  held  February  28, 
1910,  a  resolution  was  introduced  by  Councilman  Munsey 
of  Ward  Four  and  passed  by  the  council  instructing  the 
City  Engineer,  "To  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
determine  the  street  bounds  at  the  junction  of  Union  Ave- 
nue and  Main  Street,  Foster's  Corner,  so  called,  and  report 
to  the  incoming  council."  The  report  thus  asked  for  was 
not  submitted  till  January  30,  1911  and  from  the  records 
and  from  observation  it  appears  that  nothing  has  been 
done  since  to  clear  up  the  question.  I  have  recently  been 
informed  by  one  of  our  ex-mayors  that  there  is  a  record 
and  other  evidence  tending  to  prove  that  the  Fogg  Cobbler 
Shop,  so  called,  is  wholly  within  Union  Avenue.  Gentle- 
men, I  shall  in  the  near  future  attempt  to  locate  that  line. 
Nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  delay  and  there  is  something 
to  lose.  Our  old  citizens  who  now  may  remember  the 
street  as  it  appeared  before  buildings  encroached  upon  it 
will  some  day  forget  or  pass  beyond  the  reach  of  legal 
summons.  If  we  are  occupying  all  the  land  the  city  owns, 
or  if  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  location  of  the  street 
lines,  we  should  either  purchase  additional  land  or  improve 
the  street  within  its  present  limits.  I  also  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  outlying  districts 
there  are  many  old  streets  which  have  no  sidewalks. 
There  should  be  a  reasonable  appropriation  made  for  the 
building  of  sidewalks  in  these  streets.     For  years  the  tax- 
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payers  living  there  have  helped  to  build  and  keep  in  repair 
sidewalks  in  other  sections — now  let  us  turn  our  attention 
to  these  neglected  sections. 

PARK  COMMISSION. 

In  examining  the  reports  I  find  that  while  a  full  board 
has  been  appointed  each  year,  the  appointments  were  made 
without  considering'  whether  the  appointees  had  the  time 
or  disposition  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  This 
probably  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  functions  and  oppor- 
tunities of  the  board  are  not  fully  understood.  From  its 
name  one  might  understand  the  scope  of  the  board's  duties 
to  be  limited  to  the  improvement  and  care  of  parks.  But 
I  can  see  another  and  very  important  work  to  be  accom- 
plished. An  earlier  generation,  prompted  by  a  regard  for 
the  beautiful  and  a  judgment  that  weighed  and  appreciated 
the  value  of  a  well  shaded  street,  planted  therein  the  maple 
and  the  elm.  Time  has  set  its  poisonous  tooth  in  some 
of  those  trees  and  they  have  become  unsightly  and  decayed, 
in  some  instances  an  actual  menace  to  the  traveler.  These 
trees  should  be  replaced;  vacant  spaces,  gapping  and 
yawning  in  their  ugliness,  should  be  filled  in;  land  owners 
along  new  streets  should  be  encouraged  to  plant.  I  am 
now  seeking  to  call  to  this  board  those  who  will  discover 
the  opportunities  and  yield  the  time  and  strength  to  make 
it  a  living  and  useful  department. 

EDUCATION. 

At  the  head  of  this  department  there  is  an  efficient  and 
capable  Board  of  Education,  independent  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  from  whom  we  have  already  received  recommen- 
dations. Last  year,  the  Board  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  suggested  to  the  City  Council  the  advisability  of 
establishing  in  the  high  school  course,  mechanics'  arts  for 
the  boys  and  domestic  arts  for  the  girls.  I  most  heartily 
and  earnestly  recommend  the  introduction  of  these  courses 
and  will  work  industriously  with  you  and  the  Board  of 
Education  to  bring  about  their  establishment. 
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The  boy  who  is  to  enter  a  profession  has  a  road  laid  out 
for  him  from  the  first  letter  of  the  alphabet  to  the  univer- 
sity thesis.  But  the  boy  whose  future  is  with  the  lathe  and 
at  the  bench,  who  will  put  his  hands  to  the  common  things 
of  life  goes  to  his  task  and  his  burden  unprepared  and 
undisciplined.  It  is  for  this  boy  we  should  open  our  eyes 
and  our  hearts.  Give  him  a  chance;  make  it  possible  for 
him  to  try  for  the  prize.  Through  my  school  days  all 
along  the  path  was  a  flaming  torch  lighting  the  way  to  a 
certain  end.  Among  my  schoolmates  were  those  in  whom 
lay  dormant  the  ability  to  achieve  satisfactory  results  along 
mechanical  lines  but  there  was  nothing  in  the  school,  nor 
elsewhere,  within  the  boy's  reach  to  awaken  the  sleeping 
power — nothing  to  lead  him  to  his  own. 

Many  a  matrimonial  ship  wreck  has  resulted  because  the 
husband  was  not  fitted  to  earn  a  decent  living  for  his 
family,  or  because  the  wife  had  not  the  practical  knowledge 
to  make,  arrange  and  put  in  order  a  comfortable  and  at- 
tractive home.  One  who  is  unfamiliar  with  domestic  con- 
ditions will  answer  that  the  girl  should  be  taught  in  the 
home.  We  grant  the  reasoning.  Every  home  should  be  a 
training  school  for  a  future  and  an  added  home.  But  we 
must  meet  conditions  as  they  exist  to-day.  Hundreds  of 
wives  and  mothers  became  such  while  they  yet  romped  in 
the  ways  of  young  girlhood,  thoughtless  of  their  present 
opportunities  and  wholly  unprepared  for  the  tremendously 
important  life  they  were  about  to  enter.  Mothers,  almost 
countless  in  number,  cannot,  in  the  multifarious  and  crowd- 
ing duties  of  the  home,  find  the  time  to  direct,  nor  can 
they  endure  the  strain  of  teaching  a  family  of  girls  to  cook 
and  to  sew.  I  believe  the  welfare  of  society  imperatively 
demands  that  the  local  government  take  a  generous  interest 
in  this  matter.  The  happiness  of  the  home,  the  moral 
status  of  the  community  and  the  prosperity  of  our  future 
generations  depend  in  large  measure  upon  this  issue. 

Again,  the  industrial  situation  demands  this  special  train- 
ing.    To-day  our  industries  are  in  need  of  skilled  labor. 
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An  important  mannfacturing  corporation  which  located 
with  us  about  a  year  since  has  found  it  impossible  to  secure 
sufficient  help  to  run  its  plant  to  its  full  capacity.  In 
such  a  situation  the  employer  must  bear  the  expense  and 
attending  loss  of  educating-  untrained  labor. 

I  desire  to  speak  in  one  sentence  of  a  possible  addition 
which  may  be  made  to  the  already  valuable  collection  of 
souvenirs,  curios  and  antiques  now  on  exhibition  in  Me- 
morial Hall  in  the  Public  Library.  One  of  the  most  com- 
plete and  valuable  ^private  collections  of  military  arms  in 
New  Hampshire,  is  owned  by  a  fellow  townsman,  Captain 
Robert  S.  Foss,  and  it  is  my  purpose  to  solicit  funds  during 
the  present  year  for  its  purchase  that  it  may  be  placed  in 
Memorial  Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

CITY  FUNDS. 

1  would  suggest  that  our  treasurer  make  a  contract  with 
the  bank  in  which  he  deposits  the  city  funds  whereby  we 
will  receive  interest  upon  our  average  daily  deposits.  This 
has  never  been  done  in  Laconia,  as  I  understand,  although 
it  is  the  practice  in  some  other  cities.  Last  year  our  tax 
collector  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  $140,470.52,  all  of 
which,  I  assume,  went  through  the  bank.  Now  if  we  could 
receive  2%  or  2/4%  on  the  average  amount  which  is  on 
deposit  throughout  the  year  we  might  have  quite  a  sub- 
stantial item  to  our  credit.  I  realize  that  I  am  suggesting 
a  departure  from  a  long  established  custom  but  it  is  worthy 
of  consideration. 

IN  CONCLUSION  : 

I  plead  for  the  spirit  of  optimism.  Let  Hope  reign  in 
the  breast  of  every  man.  Believe  in  our  city  and  your 
neighbor.  May  every  individual  be  the  city's  advertiser. 
We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  prosperous  era;  Laconia  is 
developing;  its  industries  are  increasing  numerically  and 
multiplying  their  products;  its  real  estate  is  far  more 
valuable  to-day  than  ever   before  in    the   town's    history. 
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Men  of  capital  and  discerning-  judgment  are  investing 
heavily  in  Main  Street  real  estate  and  soon  a  half  million 
dollars  will  be  built  into  business  blocks.  And  every  such 
block  stands  as  a  monument  of  faith  in  our  city's  future. 
While  it  is  the  fate  of  man  to  put  his  shoulder  to  a  burden 
— and  there  is  a  burden  for  every  shoulder — still  we  owe 
the  world  a  smile.  And  in  the  contentment  and  confidence 
of  a  people  is  rooted  and  established  a  mastering  great- 
ness. To  be  a  good  citizen  and  a  worthy  neighbor  one 
must  live  outside  and  beyond  himself — he  must  give  as 
well  as  take.  As  others  provided  for  their  future,  which 
is  our  present,  so  we  must  build  a  way  for  other  feet  to 
travel . 

We,  who  to-day  wear  the  harness  and  accept  the  obliga- 
tions of  service  must  set  guide  boards  to  point  the  children 
and  the  young  men  and  women  to  a  high  and  worthy  com- 
munity life.  We  must  so  create,  develop  and  control  their 
environment  that  it  will  be  easier  for  a  young  man  or  a 
young  woman  to  do  right  than  to  do  wrong — harder  to  do 
wrong  than  to  do  right.  Independent  of  party  and  creed 
we  agree  as  a  whole  to  the  abstract  proposition  that  supe- 
rior morals  guarantee  a  safe,  sane  and  successful  future  to 
a  nation,  commonwealth  or  city.  Upon  each  man  rests  an 
obligation  to  give  of  his  substance  and  his  being  for  the 
preservation  and  promotion  of  the  community  he  has  chosen 
as  his  abiding  place.  It  is  not  in  conflict  that  the  citizen 
renders  his  greatest  service  but  in  the  ceaseless  sacrifice 
for  the  greatest  good  of  the  whole  and  an  uncomplaining- 
yielding  up  of  his  just  and  individual  portion  for  the  main- 
tenance of  healthy,  wise  and  judicious  living. 

Gentlemen,  your  natural  prudence  will  lead  you  in  safe 
and  conservative  paths  and  experience,  and  familiarity  with 
our  city's  finances  will  make  easier  of  solution  the  pro- 
blems which  will  arise  and  the  questions  which  will  be 
presented.  We  will  remember  no  cause  has  such  pressing 
need  that  it  may  not  have  careful  consideration.  I  appre- 
ciate fully  the  fact  that  the  members  of  this  council  are 
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making  a  personal  sacrifice  in  being-  here.  The  burden 
imposed  upon  you  is  heavy  if  you  measure  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  your  honorable  and  exacting  office;  the  time  re- 
quired of  you  breaks  in  upon  your  business  and  social  life; 
the  salary  is  inconsequential;  your  only  recompense  and 
reward  will  be  in  duty  well  done. 

If  I  am  familiar  with  recent  political  history,  each  of  you 
is  entering  this  body  against  his  will — every  man  drafted 
by  a  substantial  party  constituency. 

With  you  I  come  to  the  task  offering  the  best  I  have. 
No  man  can  do  more.  I  make  no  needless  pledge.  I  ask 
from  all  our  people  suggestion  and  advice.  Patient  in- 
dustry and  honest  purpose  yoked  together  will  pull  a 
heavy  load.  We  are  servants  and  not  masters — we  are 
agents,  not  principals.  Let  the  accomplishment  be  such 
that  the  onlooker  will  be  compelled  to  exclaim,  "This  sure- 
ly is  a  righteous  people."

All  bills  against  the  city  must  be  approved  by  the  per- 
sons authorizing  the  charge;  and  unless  this  is  done,  no 
action  can  be  had  upon  the  bill  by  the  committee  on 
accounts  and  claims,  and  no  order  will  be  given  for  its 
payment. 

When  bills  are  certified  to  as  above,  and  left  with  the  city 
clerk  not  later  tha?i  Thursday  at  12  o' 'clock,  m.,  precediiig  the 
last  Monday  of  each  month,  they  will  be  audited  by  the  com- 
mittee on  accounts  and  claims,  and  if  approved  by  them  and 
allowed  by  the  council,  will  be  ready  for  payment  on  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday ,  at  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer. 

Meetings  of  the  committee  on  accounts  and  claims  are 
held  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  last  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  7.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  city  clerk's  office.

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An  Ordinance  relating- to  the  use  of  certain  streets,  ave- 
nues and  ways  in  the  City  of  Laconia. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  wheel  or  tooth  harrow,  wheel 
plow,  cultivator,  or  other  machines,  implement  or  vehicle, 
having  metal  wheels,  or  wheels  or  rolls  having  irregular, 
pointed,  cutting  or  corrugated  rims,  bands  or  surfaces,  by 
which  the  surface  of  the  street  may  be  broken,  torn  up  or 
displaced,  shall  be  driven,  hauled  or  dragged  over,  through 
or  upon,  the  surface  of  any  street  or  avenue  or  way  in  the 
city  which  is  covered  or  surfaced  with  macadam,  tarvia, 
cement,  concrete  or  other  similar  coating  or  covering,  but 
any  person  have  occasion  to  transport  or  convey  any  such 
wheel  or  tooth  harrow,  wheel  plow,  cultivator  or  other 
machine,  implement  or  vehicle  through,  over  and  along 
any  such  street,  avenue  or  way  covered  or  coated  as  afore- 
said shall  convey  or  transport  such  wheel  or  tooth  harrow, 
Wheel  plow,  cultivator  or  other  machine,  implement  or 
vehicle  upon  some  vehicle  fitted  with  wheels  which  have  a 
smooth  bearing  surface.  The  foregoing-  provisions  shall 
not  apply  when  such  streets,  avenues  or  ways  are  covered 
with  snow  or  ice,  so  as  to  protect  the  same  from  damages. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its  pas- 
sage.

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An  Ordinance  to  protect  gray  squirrels. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  If  any  person  shall  take,  kill,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  any  gray  squirrel  in  any  highway,  square,  park, 
school  ground,  or  other  public  or  city  property,  or  in  any 
private  yard  or  garden  without  the  permission  of  the  owner 
thereof,  or  in  any  cemetery  or  camp-ground  or  school- 
ground,  whether  public  or  private,  or  in  the  grounds  of 
any  church,  hospital,  home  for  the  aged  or  other  like 
institution,  within  the  city  of  Laconia,  he  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifteen  dollars  for  each 
animal  so  taken,  killed,  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Section  2.  If  any  person  shall  take,  kill,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  any  gray  squirrel  anywhere  within  said  city  with- 
out being  authorized  so  to  do  by  section  2  of  chapter  174 
of  the  Laws  of  1913  or  holding  a  permit  therefor  under 
section  3  of  said  chapter,  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  animal  so  taken,  killed, 
sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Section  3.  If  the  same  act  shall  be  a  offense  against 
more  than  one  of  the  preceeding  sections,  the  offender 
shall  be  punished  as  for  only  one  offense,  if  the  same  act 
shall  be  an  offense,  against  one  or  both  of  the  preceeding 
sections  and  also  against  section  1  of  chapter  174  of  the 
Laws  of  1913,  and  the  offender  has  been  punished  or  is 
clearly  punishable  under  said  statute,  such  fact  may  be 
considered  in  determining  the  punishment  to  be  imposed, 
but  shall  not  be  a  defence  against  a  prosecution  under  this 
ordinance. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its  pas- 
sage.

Section  1.  All  the  provisions  of  Article  3  of  said 
ordinance  shall  apply  to  plumbing  for  connection  with  any 
cesspool  or  private  sewer,  the  same  as  to  plumbing  for 
connection  with  the  public  sewer;  and  all  plumbing  within 
any  house  or  building  whatsoever  or  within  five  feet  out- 
side the  foundation  walls  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  such 
provisions,  whether  the  same  connect  with  the  public 
sewer  or  not. 

Section  2.  No  person  who  has  not  received  a  plumb- 
er's license  for  the  current  year,  as  provided  by  section  1 
of  article  3  of  said  ordinance  and  by  chapter  55  of  the 
Laws  of  1899,  shall  do  any  plumbing  work,  whether  as  a 
regular  business,  as  an  occasional  business,  or  as  a  single 
job,  whether  for  others  or  for  himself,  whether  for  pay  or 
compensation  or  without  pay  or  compensation,  whether 
for  connection  with  the  public  sewer  or  for  connection 
with  any  cesspool,  private  sewer  or  other  receptacle. 

Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  or  of  said  ordinance  of  August  28,  1899,  as 
hereby  amended,  and  not  punishable  under  section  5  of 
chapter  55  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

44  CITY   OF    LACONIA 

An  Ordinance  regulating-  certain  dances. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  give  or  hold  a  dance  with- 
in the  city  without  a  written  permit  from  the  city  marshal, 
if  there  is  a  fee  or  charge  for  dancing  or  for  admission  to 
the  hall  or  place  ji  the  dance,  notwithstanding  admission 
may  be  limited  to  those  invited,  and  notwithstanding 
ladies  or  certain  classes  of  persons  may  be  admitted  free, 
and  notwithstanding  the  admission  fee  or  charge  is  for  a 
show  or  exhibition  or  entertainment  and  there  is  no  extra 
fee  or  charge  for  dancing. 

Section  2.  Such  permit  shall  specify  the  time  and 
place  of  the  dance.  It  shall  not  include  more  than  one 
place,  but  may  include  more  than  one  time,  and  the  times 
may  be  expressed  in  general  terms  such  as  "every  Tues- 
day evening,"  or  "every  evening  except  Sunday,"  or  the 
like.  It  may  be  revoked  at  the  pleasure  of  the  city  mar- 
shal. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  give  or  hold  such  a  dance 
without  the  attendance  of  a  police  officer,  to  be  designated 
by  the  city  marshal  and  paid  by  the  person  or  persons 
giving  or  holding  the  dance,  unless  the  permit  expressly 
states  that  no  police  officer  is  required. 

Section  4.  A  police  officer  so  designated  and  attend- 
ing at  a  dance,  or  any  police  officer  present,  shall  have 
authority  to  preserve  order  in  the  hall  or  place,  to  stop 
any  disorderly  or  improper  dance  or  the  disorderly  or 
improper  dancing  or  conduct  of  any  particular  persons, 
and  to  order  or  remove  from  the  hall  or  place  any  persons 
disregarding  his  injunctions. 

Section  5.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
section  1  or  of  section  3  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  next 
Monday  after  its  passage.

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An  Ordinance  relating-  to  the  regulation  of  street  traffic: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia, 
as  follows: 

Article  1.     Definitions. 

Section  1.  The  word  "vehicle"  herein  shall  include 
horses  hitched  to  vehicles,  ridden  or  led,  motor  vehicles  of 
all  kinds,  bicycles  and  tricycles,  and  everything  on  wheels 
or  runners,  except  street  cars,  fire  department  vehicles, 
and  small  vehicles  drawn  or  pushed  by  a  person  on  foot 
(baby  carriages,  children's  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  and  the 
like.) 

Section  2.  .  The  word  "horse"  herein  shall  include  a 
mule,  an  ox,  or  any  other  animal  used  for  traction. 

Section  3.  The  word  "driver"  shall  include  the  rider 
or  leader  of  a  horse,  the  rider  of  a  bicycle  or  tricycle,  and 
the  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle. 

Article  2.     Vehicles  in  Motion. 

Section  1.  A  vehicle  except  when  passing  a  vehicle 
ahead,  shall  keep  to  the  right  and  as  near  the  right  curb 
or  sidewalk  as  possible. 

Section  2.  Vehicles  meeting  shall  pass  each  other  to 
the  right. 

Section  3.  A  vehicle  overtaking  another  vehicle  shall 
pass  to  the  left,  but  shall  not  leave  the  right  side  of  the 
road  until  there  is  a  clear  way  to  advance  on  the  left,  and 
shall  not  turn  back  to  the  right  side  again  until  entirely 
clear  of  the  overtaken  vehicle  and  so  far  ahead  as  not  to 
interfere  with  its  progress. 

Section  4.  A  vehicle  turning  to  the  right  into  another 
street  shall  turn  the  corner  as  near  the  right  hand  curb  or 
sidewalk  as  is  practicable. 
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Section  5.  A  vehicle  turning-  to  the  left  into  another 
street  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  and  beyond  the  centre  of 
the  street  intersection  before  turning. 
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Section  6.  A  vehicle  turning  about  in  a  street  shall 
turn  to  the  left.  No  such  turn  shall  be  made  at  a  street 
intersection. 

Section  7.  Slow-moving  vehicles  shall  keep  as  close  as 
possible  to  the  right  curb  or  sidewalk,  so  as  to  allow  faster 
moving  vehicles  free  passage  on  the  left. 

Section  8.  Drivers  must  not  unreasonably  prevent  or 
interfere  with  the  passage  of  pedestrains  at  crossings,  must 
slow  down  or  stop  if  safety  or  a  reasonable  regard  for  the 
rights  of  pedestrains  requires  it,  and  must  not  allow  their 
vehicles  to  come  within  ten  feet  of  a  vehicle  in  front  when 
approaching  and  passing  over  a  crossing  where  a  pedestrain 
is  about  to  cross. 

Section  9.  Before  turning  the  corner  of  any  street  or 
turning  out  or  starting  from  or  stopping  at  the  curb  line 
of  any  street,  the  driver  shall  first  see  that  there  is  suf- 
ficient space  free  from  other  vehicles  so  that  such  turn, 
start  or  stop  may  be  safely  made,  and  shall  then  give  a 
plainly  visible  or  audible  signal. 

Section  10.  In  approaching  or  passing  a  street  car 
which  has  stopped  for  passengers  to  get  on  or  off,  every 
vehicle  shall  go  slowly,  or  stop  if  safety  requires  it. 
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Section  11.  No  person  shall  steal  a  ride  on  any  vehicle 
or  street  car,  or  ride  on  the  rear  of  any  vehicle  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  driver. 

Article  3,  Signals,  Noise  and  Smoke. 

Section  1.  Every  driver,  in  slowing-  up  or  stopping-, 
shall  give  a  signal  to  those  behind  by  raising  a  whip  or 
hand  vertically. 

Section  2.  Every  driver,  in  turning  while  in  motion 
or  in  starting  to  turn  from  a  stand-still,  shall  give  a  signal 
by  raising  a  whip  or  hand  indicating  the  direction  in  which 
the  turn  is  to  be  made. 

Section  3.  Every  driver,  before  backing,  shall  give 
ample  warning-  by  voice  or  by  uplifted  whip  or  hand,  and 
while  backing  shall  exercise  unceasing  vigilance. 

Section  4.  (Part  of  Section  12  of  chapter  133  of  the 
laws  of  1911,  as  amended  by  section  5  of  chapter  81  of  the 
Laws  of  1913.)  Upon  approaching  any  intersecting  way 
or  a  curve  or  corner  in  a  way,  every  person  operating  a 
motor  vehicle  shall  slow  down  and  give  timely  signal  with 
his  bell,  horn  or  other  device  for  signaling,  provided,  that 
in  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  a  city  or  town,  no  bell,  horn 
or  other  device  for  signaling  shall  be  sounded  so  as  to 
make  an  unreasonable  noise,  except  in  the  case  of  fire  and 
police  department  vehicles;  and  provided  further,  that  no 
operator  or  chauffeur  of  any  motor  vehicle,  shall  on  any 
way  permit  any  unreasonable  amount  of  smoke  to  escape 
from  said  motor  vehicle,  nor  shall  any  operator  or  chauf- 
feur on  any  way  permit  said  motor  vehicle  to  make  any 
unnecessary  noise,  by  cutting  out  the  muffler,  or  otherwise. 

Article  4,  Vehicles  Stopping  or  Standing. 

Section  1.  Unless  in  any  emergency  or  to  allow 
another  vehicle  to  cross  its  path,  no  vehicle  shall  stop  or 
stand  in  any  highway  except  close  to  the  curb  or  sidewalk. 

Section  2.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  with  its  left 
side  to  the  curb  or  sidewalk  on  Main  street  between  Church 
and  Court  streets,  on  Pleasant  street   between    Depot   and 
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Water  streets,  on  Church  street,  on  Court  street  between 
Main  and  Bay  streets,  on  Union  avenue  between  Messer 
and  Clinton  streets,  or  on  Elm  street  between  Union  ave- 
nue and  the  bridge. 

Section  3.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  on  Church 
street  for  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time  except  for  mer- 
chandise to  be  loaded  or  unloaded. 

Section  4.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  in  a  street 
intersection.     Street  cars  are  included  in  this  prohibition. 

Section  4.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  within  ten 
feet  of  a  fire  hydrant. 

Section  6.  When  a  horse-drawn  vehicle  is  backed  up 
to  the  curb  or  sidewalk,  the  horse  or  horses  shall  be  turned 
so  as  to  stand  as  nearly  parallel  with  the  sidewalk  as  pos- 
sible and  headed  in  the  general  direction  of  travel  for  the 
side  of  the  street  on  which  the  vehicle  is  standing'. 

Section  7.  No  horse  shall  be  left  unattended  in  any 
street  or  highway  unless  he  is  securely  fastened  by  being 
tied  to  a  post  or  a  weight,  or  unless  the  wheels  of  the 
vehicle  to  which  he  is  harnessed  are  securely  tied,  fastened 
or  chained  and  the  vehicle  is  of  sufficient  weight  to  pre- 
vent its  being  dragged  at  a  dangerous  speed  with  the 
wheels  so  secured.  No  horse  shall  be  hitched  to  any  tree 
or  shrub,  or  to  any  fire-alarm  or  police  signal  post,  or  to  a 
hydrant. 

Section  8,  No  motor  vehicle  shall  be  left  unattended 
in  any  public  street  with  its  engine  running  or  its  brakes 
off;  but,  before  leaving  the  motor  vehicle,  the  driver  shall 
stop  the  engine,  disengage  it,  and  set  the  emergency  brake. 

Article  5,  Right  of  Way. 

Section  1.  Fire  department,  ambulances  and  funeral 
processions  shall  have  the  right  of  way  in  any  street  and 
through  any  procession,  and  nothing  in  these  rules  shall 
apply  to  said  vehicles. 

Section  2.  The  driver  of  any  vehicle,  on  the  approach 
of  fire  apparatus,  shall  immediately  draw  up  said   vehicle 
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as  near  as  practicable  to  the  right  hand  curb  or  sidewalk 
and  parallel  thereto,  and  bring-  it  to  a  standstill. 

Section  3.  The  driver  of  a  street  car,  on  the  approach 
of  fire  apparatus,  shall  stop  the  car  and  keep  it  stationary, 
but  such  stop  shall  not  be  made  at  a  street  intersection  un- 
less necessary  to  allow  such  apparatus  to  pass  on  the  in- 
tersecting- street. 

Section  4.  A  person  driving  or  controlling  a  vehicle 
waiting  at  the  curb  or  sidewalk  shall  promptly  give  place 
to  a  vehicle  about  to  take  on  or  let  off  passengers. 

Section  5.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  put  a 
place,  or  cause  to  be  placed,  upon  any  sidewalk  on  Main 
street,  between  Church  street  and  Pine  and  Bowman  streets 
on  Mill  street,  or  on  Union  avenue,  between  Main  and  Mill 
street,  any  stand,  box,  barrel,  trunk  or  other  article  which 
obstructs  or  tends  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  pedes - 
trains. 

Article  6,  Police. 

Section  1.  The  police  department  shall  control  all 
traffic  in  the  highways.  Vehicles  and  street  cars  must 
stop  or  start  immediately  on  signal  by  any  police  officer  in 
uniform. 

Section  2.  Any  police  officer  in  uniform,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, may  remove  any  horse  or  vehicle  left  upon  any 
street  not  in  the  apparent  charge  of  any  driver  or  other 
person,  or  which  is  in  violation  of  any  of  these  regulations, 
to  another  place  on  said  street  or  to  another  street  or  to 
the  city  yard  or  to  a  garage  or  stable,  and  there  leave  the 
same. 

Article  7,  Punishment  for  Violation. 

Section  1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Law  of  the  state,  any  person  violating  any  pro- 
vision herein  contained  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offence  and  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  any  subsequent  offence. 
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Article  8,  Other  Provisions. 

Section  1.  Complaints  for  violation  of  this  ordinance 
may  be  made  at  police  headquarters  or  to  any  police 
officer. 

Section  2.  Copies  of  this  ordinance  may  be  obtained 
at  the  city  clerk's  office  or  at  police  headquarters. 

Section  3.  The  city  clerk  shall  publish  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  according-  to  the  requirements  of  section 
15  of  chapter  133  of  the  Laws  of  1911,  and  the  police 
department  shall  post  notice  of  all  provisions  requiring  it 
according  to  the  requirements  of  said  section. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

CONTRACT. 


This  indenture,  made  this  thirty-first  day  of  July  A.  D, 
1913,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Laconia,  a  municipal 
corporation  duly  established  in  the  county  of  Belknap  and 
state  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Laconia  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  law  and 
doing'  business  in  said  Laconia,  witnessed") : 

Whereas  said  city  and  the  Laconia  Electric  Lighting- 
Company  made  a  contract  dated  April  4,  1905  (printed  in 
the  13th  annual  report  of  said  city,  beginning  on  page  42), 
and  said  Laconia  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  the  suc- 
cessor of  said  Laconia  Electric  Lighting  Company,  and 
whereas  said  city  and  said  Laconia  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  made  a  contract  dated  October  12,  1910  (printed 
in  the  18th  annual  report  of  said  city,  beginning  on  page 
38),  in  modification  of  said  former  contract; 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  agreed  that  said  contract  shall  be 
further  modified  as  follows:  During  the  remainder  of  the 
term  of  said  contract,  said  Laconia  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  permitted  to 
erect  and  maintain  round  poles,  instead  of  square  or 
octagonal  poles,  throughout  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
stringing  its  wires  thereon,  such  round  poles  to  be  of 
selected  quality,  chestnut,  white  oak  or  cedar,  to  be 
straight,  and  to  be  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter  at 
six  feet  from  the  butt  end  and  not  less  than  seven  inches 
in  diameter  at  the  top,  the  same  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Engineer  of  said  city  as  conforming  to  said  require- 
ments, to  be  located  and  set  under  his  direction  and  with 
his  approval,  and  to  be  kept  painted  of  a  color  designated 
and  approved  by  him. 
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In  witness  whereof  the  parties  have  hereto  interchange- 
ably set  their  hands  and  seals  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written,  said  city  by  its  mayor  and  the  committee  on  light- 
ing streets  of  its  city  council,  and  said  company  by  its 
vice-president.

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Laconia: 

In  making  the  annual  report  from  your  board  of  educa- 
tion, there  is  no  call  for  extended  remarks. 

Our  needs  are  not  many,  but  they  are  definite,  and  by 
another  year  they  will  be  demanding.  Therefore,  we  trust 
you  will  give  what  little  we  do  have  to  say  a  thorough 
perusal.  Then  attentively  study  the  reports  from  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  our  high  school  system. 

There  you  will  find  a  veritable  feast  to  which  all  are  in- 
vited, and  of  which  all  should  partake,  for  they  have  to  do 
with  the  greatest  asset  of  the  city. 

Some  of  our  grade  buildings  are  either  crowded,  or  unfit 
for  school  room  purposes.  The  high  school  building  is  en- 
tirely unsuitable  for  the  present  needs.  Other  quarters 
must  be  almost  immediately  supplied  if  the  work  of  our 
teachers  is  to  continue  in  a  profitable  manner. 

There  is  a  most  earnest  demand  for  space  and  facilities 
to  teach  mechanic  arts  to  the  boys.  Domestic  science  is 
already  fairly  well  established  and  under  the  instruction  of 
a  competent  teacher. 

It  is  the  urgent  desire  of  your  board  of  education  that  a 
lot  of  land  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  geographical  center  of 
the  town,  and  on  the  line  of  the  street  railway,  be  procured 
for  a  high  school  building  during  this  season,  and  that  plans 
be  made  for  a  modern  high  school  building,  and  that  the 
building  be  begun  so  that  it  shall  be  completed  in  season  for 
the  beginning  of  the  high  school  year  of  191 5. 
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Your  board  of  education  regret  to  place  this  matter,  now, 
or  at  any  other  time,  before  the  tax  payers  of  the  city,  but 
it  becomes  a  duty  that  cannot  be  conscientiously  further 
delayed. 

The  old  high  school  building  on  Academy  street  has  long 
since  ceased  to  honorably  fill  its  mission  as  a  practical  home 
for  a  high  school  that  is  in  business  to  make  a  profit. 
There  are  no  grounds  about  this  building  and  its  interior 
lacks  all  modern  conveniences  with  which  to  conduct  eco- 
nomically a  high  school. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance  and  responsibility  that 
recitations  and  school  exercises  now  have  to  be  conducted 
on  the  third  floor  of  this  building,  where  if  an  accident 
should  occur,  only  the  most  favorable  circumstances  would 
avert  serious  accidents,  if  not  loss  of  life. 

We  trust  you  will  investigate  this  matter,  and  that  this 
admonition  will  be  heeded,  and  timely  heeded,  too. 

Owing  to  work  that  had  to  be  done  that  was  unforeseen,, 
much  of  which  was  due  to  work  of  a  sanitary  nature,  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  year  has  been  insufficient  to 
carry  the  work  of  the  schools  through  the  year.  The  town 
has  grown  in  population  and  the  number  of  scholars  has 
grown  proportionately.  Another  teacher  will  need  to  be 
added  to  our  present  force  of  high  school  teachers  next  year 
and  the  board  must,  as  a  minimum,  have  two  thousand 
dollars  more  with  which  to  conduct  the  schools  next  year 
than  was  appropriated  for  the  schools  the  current  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Education: 

I  wish  to  offer  this  as  my  seventeenth  annual  report  and 
the  twenty-second  since  the  office  was  established. 

The  schools  of  Laconia  have  shared  the  usual  prosperity 
of  the  city  and  maintained  the  customary  record  of  progress 
for  the  year. 

The  problems  are  not  new  and  largely  consist  of  pain- 
staking labor  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  consistent 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  The  organization  of  the 
school  is  very  stable,  the  terms  of  service  of  our  teachers 
are  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  each  on  an  average 
and  the  number  of  new  teachers  added  from  year  to  year  is 
relatively  small. 

This  policy  tends  in  itself  to  a  stable  and  strong  system  of 
schools,  such  as  can  not  be  secured  by  a  constantly  chang- 
ing corps  of  teachers.  The  work  prescribed  in  the  courses 
of  studies  is  well  known  and  accurately  followed,  the  sys- 
tem of  promotion  is  quite  uniform  and  while  the  mental 
characteristics  of  the  individual  pupil  and  even  of  a  class 
may  vary  from  year  to  year,  each  teacher  of  experience 
accommodates  her  methods  to  the  problems  at  hand  and 
usually  meets  with  at  least  a  moderate  degree  of  success 
with  even  the  more  difficult  cases  and  conditions. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  quick  and  ready  scholar 
is  bound  to  make  satisfactory  progress  and  he  is  never  a 
problem  for  the  teacher,  but  it  is  the  less  gifted,  the  one 
whose  mental  processes  are  less  active,  less  acute  or  even 
sluggish,  that  becomes  the  burden  and  problem  for  his 
teacher.  The  teacher  may  discover  causes  for  these  de- 
ficiencies, some  of  which  may  be  physical,  like  imperfect 
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hearing,  poor  eyesight,  adenoids,  or  other  less  serious 
troubles,  many  of  which  may  escape  the  knowledge  of  the 
teacher  and  probably  the  parent.  This  naturally  leads  me 
to  renew  my  suggestion  of  one  year  ago,  that  some  system 
of  medical  inspection  adopted  by  your  Board  would  be  in 
line  with  school  administration  in  many  places  and  surely 
result  in  much  good.  I  would  have  as  little  red  tape  about 
it  as  possible  and  largely  of  advisory  and  preventive  nature, 
whereby  the  teacher  might  get  professional  advice  in  sus- 
picious cases  of  incipient  diseases.  As  childhood  is  especi- 
ally prone  to  a  multitude  of  ailments,  that  fact  in  itself 
would  naturally  call  for  close  scrutiny  of  the  physical  well 
being  of  the  children  gathered  together  in  considerable 
numbers  from  day  to  day. 

Nearly  always  when  an  out-break  of  sickness  occurs  the 
blame  is  laid  upon  the  school  as  the  cause,  and  it  is  only 
when  it  can  show  a  clean  bill  of  health,  is  public  fear 
assuaged.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  feel  that  far  too  much 
fault  is  placed  upon  the  schools  whenever  a  child  is  ill,  but 
there  is  no  question  but  medical  inspection  would  better 
safeguard  the  public  welfare.  The  last  session  of  the  state 
legislature  passed  an  act  covering  this  entire  matter  making 
it  permissible  for  the  school  board  of  any  town  or  city  to 
adopt  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  enters  much  into 
detail  in  regard  to  the  various  functions  of  health  and  sani- 
tation of  everything  pertaining  to  school. 

The  following  teachers  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  in  June  last :  Miss  Wight  of  the  Academy  street  eighth 
grade,  Miss  Richardson  first  grade  Bowman  street,  Misses 
Frellick  and  Kemp  from  the  first  and  second,  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  respectively  Harvard  street.  Miss  Russell  of  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grade  Mechanic  street,  while  the  school 
taught  by  Miss  Tingley  Gilford  avenue  was  discontinued 
owing  to  the  small  number  of  pupils  in  prospect. 

The  new  teachers  taking  the  places  of  those  retiring  are 
as  follows :  Miss  Whittier  for  the  fall  term  and  Miss  Steele 
for  the  present  at  Academy  street,  Miss  Ripley  at  Bowman 
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street.  Miss  Severance  and  Miss  Houston  at  Harvard  street. 
Miss  Laffee.  formerly  at  Bowman  street,  who  had  sub- 
stituted a  year  during  Miss  Sanborn's  leave  of  absence,  was 
Miss  Russell's  successor  at  Mechanic  street.  Miss  Don- 
nocker  of  Northport,  N.  Y.,  trained  at  Columbia  university, 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  domestic  arts  course  in  the  high 
school  and  given  the  work  in  the  grades  formerly  done  by 
Mrs.  Piper  and  Miss  Philbrook. 

A  Parent-Teacher's  association  has  been  organized  in  the 
city  during  the  year  which  like  similar  associations  through- 
out the  country  tends  to  create  closer  union  and  establish  a 
co-operation  between  parents  and  teachers  that  is  bound  to 
result  in  mutual  help  and  civic  progress.  Monthly  meet- 
ings are  held  and  topics  of  especial  interest  have  been  dis- 
cussed. Speakers  of  prominence  in  the  state  and  city  have 
taken  part  and  much  interest  has  been  manifest.  Teachers 
have  shown  a  disposition  to  help  the  parents  in  bringing 
about  certain  reforms  though  not  strictly  a  part  of  their 
province  yet  of  such  a  nature  that  their  influence  properly 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  pupil  becomes  helpful  to  the 
parent.  A  still  wider  field  of  usefulness  for  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  association  is  the  power  it  has  in. molding  public 
opinion  in  securing  for  our  city  equipment  and  school  build 
ings  absolutely  necessary  for  the  children  in  order  that  they 
may  enjoy  every  modern  means  of  education  which  our 
time  demands  and  without  which  our  schools  will  cease  to 
keep  step  to  the  march  of  modern  progress.  Your  Board 
and  the  superintendent  may  advocate  particular  improve- 
ments without  much  visible  progress  unless  public  opinion 
is  aroused  to  a  consciousness  of  the  facts  in  the  case  and 
add  its  weight  to  the  argument.  One  can  forsee  a  large 
field  of  usefulness  along  these  lines. 

The  domestic  arts  course  established  by  your  Board  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  school  year  is  filling  a  long  felt 
want  and  reaching  our  expectations  as  to  its  value.  The 
pupils  taking  it  are  enthusiastic  in  their  work  and  feel  that 
their  training  will  be  of  permanent  benefit.     The  personnel 
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of  the  class  is  of  the  best  type,  proving  that  the  course  will 
be  chosen  by  pupils  of  excellent  scholarship  who  might 
make  equally  good  progress  in  the  more  strictly  scholastic 
subjects.  This  mark  of  favor  seems  to  me  particularly 
propitious  as  it  tends  to  prove  that  the  high  school  student 
and  his  parents  have  a  lively  interest  in  educational  values 
and  a  belief  that  the  more  practical  training  is  nothing  more 
than  a  natural  departure  from  the  traditional  lines  and  can 
be  safely  followed  when  the  opportunity  offers.  While  so 
much  has  been  done  for  the  girls,  nothing  has  as  yet  been 
offered  for  the  boys.  It  is  not  that  the  boys  do  not  need 
what  is  known  as  a  mechanics  arts  course,  but  as  no  suitable 
rooms  could  possibly  be  provided  for  their  occupancy,  it 
has  been  impossible  to  give  them  what  would  promise  even 
greater  profit  than  what  the  girls  now  have.  This  is  the 
great  problem  that  faces  the  school  system  of  Laconia. 
Your  superintendent  has  advocated  it  since  his  report  of 
1910,  and  the  matter  becomes  more  pressing  as  the  years  go 
by.  It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  a  discussion  of  the  ques- 
tion from  the  scholastic  standpoint.  A  part  of  our  plan 
has  already  been  adopted  so  far  as  it  pertains  to  the  work 
of  the  girls.  Now  it  is  purely  a  matter  of  securing  a 
proper  building, — no  other  way  then  the  construction  of  a 
new  high  school  building.  Any  temporary  arrangement 
whereby  shops  might  be  secured  would  simply  put  off  for  a 
little  while  what  must  finally  be  done.  Makeshifts  are  expen- 
sive as  well  as  unsatisfactory.  The  more  progressive 
towns  and  cities  of  the  state  have  already  done  what  I  have 
been  advocating  for  Laconia  for  the  past  four  years  and  I 
can  only  say  that  we  need  the  help  of  all  public  spirited 
organizations  and  particularly  the  local  Press  to  help  arouse 
a  demand  for  the  special  needs  of  the  schools. 

If  we  are  not  taking  the  rank  we  should  in  sending  our 
boys  and  girls  through  high  school,  give  us  the  proper 
equipment  such  as  only  a  new  high  school  building  can 
supply  and  results  will  be  forthcoming.  The  manual 
training  done  by  the  boys  in  the  grades  is  not  as  uniform 
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as  I  would  like  it.  During  the  fall  term  two  classes  a  week 
have  gone  to  Gilford  Avenue  for  instruction.  The  boys' 
basement  has  been  equipped  with  benches  and  a  goodly 
supply  of  tools  has  been  secured  for  them,  but  I  do  not 
consider  the  place  desirable  for  the  purpose  and  is  simply 
used  as  there  is  no  other  room  available. 

Electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  several  of  the 
school  buildings  during  the  year.  The  equipment  has  not 
been  completed,  but  in  most  cases  one  room  at  least  has 
been  supplied  with  all  lights  needed  for  purposes  of  evening 
use. 

The  child  labor  law  was  again  changed  at  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature.  The  principal  effect  it  has  upon  us,  is 
that  it  practically  requires  the  attendance  of  all  children 
at  school  till  they  have  completed  the  grammar  grades  and 
are  ready  for  the  high  school.  There  are  other  matters  as 
to  hours  of  labor,  kinds  of  employment  which  are  of  no 
particular  school  concern.  Considerable  more  responsi- 
bility is  placed  on  the  truant  officer  to  see  to  it  that  no  child 
is  working  illegally  and  at  the  same  time  less  responsibility 
is  required  of  the  employer. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have  purposely 
avoided  discussing  subjects  that  I  have  touched  upon  in  the 
reports  of  other  years,  many  of  which  are  perennial  and 
have  turned  attention  to  our  future  needs,with  a  feeling  that 
the  next  few  years,  will  be  a  critical  period  for  our  schools 
and  decide  for  us  the  question  whether  we  are  to  keep  to  the 
forefront  in  ducational  matters  or  cease  to  keep  step  with 
progress. 

I  wish  to  thank  your  Board  for  help  rendered,  the 
teachers  for  their  loyalty  and  labor  in  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion. I  would  ask  all  to  read  the  report  of  your  principal, 
Mr.  Whitman  and  the  other  reports  in  connection  with  this.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  J.  H.  Blaisdell,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  to  you  my  fourth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Laconia  High  School  in  the  38th  year  after  its  establish- 
ment. Throughout  a  long  and  useful  career  this  school  has 
given  a  good  account  of  itself,  and,  in  my  opinion,  never 
more  so  than  it  is  doing  at  present. 

The  time  has  long  since  passed  when  the  old  line  subjects 
were  deemed  sufficient  for  a  liberal  education.  The  schools 
which  have  not  waked  up  to  the  situation  have  fallen  well 
back  toward  the  rear  of  the  procession.  To  meet  modern 
conditions  and  requirements,  as  far  as  our  limitations  would 
allow,  a  revision  of  our  courses  was  made  last  spring.  A 
course  in  domestic  arts  was  established  for  the  girls.  This 
year  only  Freshman  girls  are  doing  work  in  this  course, 
but  each  year  it  will  be  developed  and  extended  until 
domestic  science  is  in  full  operation  in  all  classes.  Miss 
Delia  M.  Donnocker,  of  Columbia  College,  New  York,  is 
very  ably  conducting  this  work. 

The  Commercial  or  Business  Course  has  been  very  much 
enlarged  and  strengthened,  thus  supplying  a  long- felt  want 
among  those  who  desire  a  business  training. 

The  courses  of  study  for  use  in  the  high  school  are  given 
below. 
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For  the  most  part  our  pupils  are  in  courses  for  which 
they  are  fitted  and  which  they  are  capable  of  handling  suc- 
cessfully. But  in  certain  studies  there  is  always  a  con- 
siderable number  of  failures  every  year.  It  is  true  that 
some  of  these  failures  are  due  to  wasted  time  and  lack  of 
effort,  and  these  cases  will  always  occur.  But  careful  study 
of  the  situation  leads  me  to  the  belief  that  in  every  class 
there  are  some  who  are  out  of  their  element,  so  to  speak, 
that  is,  they  are  not  pursuing  the  right  subjects.  A  good 
example  of  this  is  Algebra.  Now  Algebra  is  an  excellent 
study  for  the  majority  of  those  who  enter,  and,  with  the 
preparation  they  get  in  the  ninth  grades,  they  carry  on  the 
work  with  success.  However,  there  are  always  a  few  in 
every  entering  class  who  are  not  fitted  to  carry  on  the  study 
of  Algebra.  It  seems  entirely  incomprehensible  to  them, 
they  never  master  its  principles  and,  of  course,  fail  to  pass  in 
it  and  are  burdened  with  the  deficiency.  It  seems  to  me  to  be 
a  lamentable  waste  of  time  for  such  pupils  to  be  struggling 
with  studies  they  apparently  get  nothing  out  of  and  I  wish 
conditions  were  such  that  schedules  could  be  arranged  for 
these  boys  and  girls  so  that  they  could  work  to  better 
advantage  and  still  get  their  credits  for  promotion,  even  if 
certain  studies  now  required  were  not  taken.  It  cannot 
be  maintained  that  we  are  progressive  in  the  right  direction, 
if  we  try  to  force  all  our  pupils  through  the  same  mill,  a 
dreary  and  hopeless  grind,  indeed,  to  some  of  them. 

Last  June  sixteen  young  men  and  women  graduated,  the 
smallest  graduating  class  which  the  school  has  sent  out  for 
several  years.  In  September,  65  Freshmen  entered.  About 
91  per  cent  of  all  who  received  diplomas  in  the  Laconia  ninth 
grade  came  in,  66  2-3  per  cent  entered  from  Lakeport  and 
100  per  cent  from  The  Weirs.  Two  from  the  parochial 
school  entered  and  6  from  other  towns.  Only  4  out  of  65 
Freshmen  thus  far  have  left  school,  or  about  6  per  cent. 
Of  these,  2  left  because  of  poor  health,  one  moved  to 
another  city  and  one  went  to  work. 

Our    total    enrollment    is    190,    which    is    the    maximum 
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during  my  principalship  and,  I  believe,  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  revision 
of  the  courses  is  largely  influential  in  increasing  the  mem- 
bership and  improving  the  attendance.  Of  the  190  enrolled, 
16  have  dropped  out  for  various  reasons,  several  on  account 
of  sickness.  The  majority  of  these  are  boys.  It  is  pretty 
conclusive  that,  if  we  had  our  mechanics  arts  course  in 
operation,  the  boys  would  be  attracted  who  now  find  nothing 
in  the  curriculum  to  attract  them.  They  would  enter  in 
larger  numbers  and  would  remain  in  school.  The  girls- 
have  been  provided  for,  we  must  do  something  for  the  boys 
who  want  manual  training  and  we  must  provide  this  course 
for  them  as  soon  as  possible. 

Here  is  a  strong  argument  for  a  new  high  school  building 
where  room  and  a  proper  equipment  may  be  had.  Nothing 
can  be  accomplshed  in  our  present  building.  It  is  not  only 
not  adapted  to  mechanic  and  domestic  arts,  it  is  inade- 
quate for  other  courses  as  well,  notably,  all  science  work. 
The  laboratories  are  very  poorly  located  for  room,  light  and 
heat,  and  a  portion  of  the  room  needed  for  experimental 
work  in  Physics  has  to  be  used  for  the  commercial  branches.. 
The  recitation  rooms  are  crowded  and  we  have  no  general 
assembly  room  for  study  periods.  We  have  outgrown  our 
present  cpiarters  and  badly  need  a  modern,  roomy,  well- 
equipped  building  to  do  the  work  of  our  courses  as  it  should 
be  done. 

A  classified  list  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  New  Hamp- 
shire which  maintain  approved  high  schools,  prepared  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  has  been  the  occasion 
of  much  discussion  and  considerable  misunderstanding 
throughout  the  state.  This  classification  is  based  upon  the 
proportionate  number  of  school  children  attending  high 
school  and  not  at  all  upon  excellence  of  work  clone.  If  a 
town  has,  under  the  12  grade  system,  one-fourth  of  all  its 
school  children  pursuing  high  school  studies,  or,  under  the 
13  grade  system,  four-thirteenths,  it  is  listed  in  the  first 
class  and  given  a  high  percent.     Other  towns  are  classified 
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according  to  their  measurement  up  to  this  standard.  La- 
conia  occupies  a  place  well  down  in  the  list,  her  per  cent 
being  about  45.  This  does  not  mean  at  all  that  Laconia's 
school  system  is  of  an  inferior  order  or  that  her  schools 
hold  a  low  place  among  the  schools  of  the  state.  It  simply 
means  that  Laconia  does  not  send  to  high  school,  4-13  of 
all  her  school  children. 

I  mention  three  reasons  why  Laconia  cannot  grade  high 
upon  this  basis.  It  is  a  manufacturing  city  and  many  go 
into  the  mills  instead  of  continuing  their  education.  It  has 
two  parochial  schools  which  provide  for  the  schooling  of  a 
large  percentage  of  the  children.  We  have  no  mechanics 
arts  course  in  operation  to  attract  and  hold  the  boys.  When 
one  is  established,  this  condition  alone  will  undoubtedly  put 
Laconia  much  higher  up  in  the  list. 

I  have  written  at  considerable  length  concerning  this 
classification  because  of  the  misunderstanding  which  has 
■existed  over  it. 

Of  the  last  graduating  class,  only  two  entered  college. 
Several  who  could  and  should  have  gone  did  not  do  so.  A 
lack  of  ambition  on  the  part  of  bright  young  men  and  women 
which  keeps  them  from  making  the  most  of  themselves 
educationally  is  greatly  to  be  regretted.  Of  the  present 
senior  class,  several  have  expressed  their  intention  of  going 
to  college. 

There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  tendency  of  parents  to 
send  their  children  away  to  private  schools.  There  are 
doubtless  good  reasons  for  doing  so,  only  I  regret  that  our 
own  school  cannot  supply  every  educational  need  of  our 
young  people  and  give  them  what  they  go  away  to  get.  The 
criticism  has  come  to  me  that  some  are  not  satisfied  that 
their  children  can  be  properly  fitted  for  college  in  this 
school  so  that  they  have  to  be  sent  away  to  get  a  sufficient 
preparation  for  any  college  of  importance.  My  reply  to 
this  criticism  is  that  if  those  who  go  away  would  only  apply 
themselves  to  their  studies  here  as  closely  as  they  do  away, 
they  would  get  just  as  excellent  a  preparation  in  their  home 
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school  as  they  do  in  other  schools  at  much  less  expense.  If 
adverse  conditions  influence  our  high  school  and  impair  its 
efficiency  in  preparing  young  men  and  women  for  higher 
institutions  of  learning  and  for  life,  then  those  conditions 
should  be  changed  without  delay  and  conditions  which  are 
most  favorable  for  the  best  growth  and  progress  of  the 
school  substituted.  The  finest  equipment  and  the  most 
efficient  instruction  procurable  for  our  young  people  should 
be  at  their  service,  for  there  is  too  much  at  stake  to  afford 
them  any  but  the  very  best  of  educational  advantages. 

Of  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  the  past  year  I 
make  grateful  acknowledgement.

REPORT  OF  DRAWING  TEACHER. 


Mr.  J.  H.  Blaisdcll,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  drawing  in  the 
public  schools  for  the  current  year.  Grateful  acknowledge- 
ment is  extended  to  the  Grade  teachers,  who  have  so  care- 
fully followed  the  monthly  outline  given  at  the  drawing 
teachers'  meetings,  and  have  produced  for  their  several 
schools  excellent  results.  The  drawing  meetings  are  held 
every  Monday  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  in  Room  14,  High 
School  building.  The  "School  Arts  Book"  published 
monthly,  is  of  great  service  to  us  in  keeping  our  schools  in 
close  touch  with  the  work  done  in  the  larger  cities. 

In  regard  to  the  High  School  outline  beginning  with  the 
school  year,  the  first  week  in  September  each  girl  makes  a 
folder  to  hold  in  place  her  year's  work.  During  October 
specimens  are  brought  to  the  school  room,  copied,  and  pre- 
served in  the  folder.  As  much  color  work  as  time  will 
allow,  is  done,  the  colors  carefully  noted  as  Nature  changes 
from  the  brilliant  tothe  more  sombre  Fall  tints. 

The  work  during  November  points  directly  to  Thanks- 
giving. Invitations  are  decorated  and  place  cards  are 
painted  to  be  used  upon  the  Thanksgiving  table. 

As  soon  as  Thanksgiving  is  past,  Christmas  work  is 
begun.  Freedom  is  allowed  each  girl  in  her  choice  of 
design  and  subject.  This  calls  forth  the  originality  of  the 
young  person. 

During  January  and  February  charcoal  and  crayon  (both 
brown  and  black)  are  used  and  chalk  drawings  are  made. 
The  ideas  of  the  latter  are  based  upon  the  magazine  illustra- 
tions now  so  much  used. 

In  March  conventionalizing  is   commenced,   the   subjects 
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being  taken  from  the  designs  from  Nature,  previously  made. 
These  conventionalized  designs  are  worked  out  suitably  for 
book  covers,  cushions,  luncheon  sets,  and  table  linens. 
Initial  letter  designs  are  also  made. 

In  April,  Nature  work  is  again  taken  up  and  extended 
through  the  month  of  May. 

In  June,  a  careful  classification  of  the  year's  work  is 
made,  and  preparations  are  made  for  the  closing  exhibition. 

Each  girl  is  required  to  furnish  for  this  a  pencil  drawing, 
an  ink  sketch,  a  chalk  drawing,  and  a  water  color  picture. 

To  arrange  a  room  in  the  prettiest  way,  and  the  proper 
selection  of  colors,  and  suitable  furniture  for  special  rooms, 
is  a  summing  up  of  what  our  course  in  drawing  in  the  High 
school  supplementing  with  the  Arts  and  Domestic  Science 
course  should  furnish. 

For  the  boys'  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing,  the  Me- 
chanical Drawing  Books,  by  Anson  K.  Cross  (Ginn  &  Co., 
Pub.),  is  the  text  book  selected  for  the  Freshman  drawing 
classes.  This  book  comes  to  us  highly  recommended  by 
several  colleges  as  a  Preparatory  Mechanical  Drawing 
course.  This  book  contains  50  problems.  The  pupil 
prints  the  statement  of  the  problem  and  below  the  work  is 
shown.  The  text-book  for  the  printing,  is  by  H.  W.  Shalor, 
(also  published  by  Ginn  &  Co.)  At  the  beginning  of  the 
Freshman  year  each  boy  begins  a  note  book  which  is  taken 
by  oral  dictation.  This  note-book  and  the  50  problems  are 
required  to  be  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  year's  work, 
during  which  time  he  has  become  somewhat  familiar  with 
the  use  of  the  T  square,  and  the  triangles  60  and  30 
degrees',  and  can  use  a  drawing  pen  with  some  accuracy. 

The  second  year  the  boy  specializes  from  what  he  has 
already  learned,  and  is  able  to  work  out  some  original  prob- 
lems for  himself,  including  a  house  plan  or  a  barn,  or  a 
summer  house,  or  a  bay  window. 

For  the  Sophomore  class  comes  a  course  of  Architectural 
drawing  plates,  12  in  number,  published  by  the  Taylor- 
Holden  Co.,  of  Springfield,  Mass. 
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The  Junior  classes  still  continue  the  study  of  the  Taylor- 
H olden  publication  which  is  a  folder  containing  12  plates, 
and  slightly  advanced  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Senior  course  is  of  Construction-form  work,  and  the 
"third  angle"  is  studied  as  well  as  our  circumstances  will 
admit  of. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  boys  going  from  our  High  school  will 
have  gained  sufficient  knowledge  as  draughtsmen  to  enable 
them, — if  so  desiring, — to  go  immediately  to  work  in  an 
office  where  "blue-printing"  is  done'  and  where  information 
along  this  line  is  required,  thus  saving,  as  in  some  instances 
a  year's  time  which  would  otherwise  have  to  be  spent  in 
preparation. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank  all 
teachers  and  friends  who  have  worked  together  so 
harmoniously  in  bringing  about  the  good  results  of  the  last 
twelve  months.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


Mr.  /.  H .  Blaisdell,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  pupils  in  our  schools,  up  to,  and  including'  the 
seventh  grades,  are  studying  music  along  the  same  lines 
as  were  adopted  six  years  ago  and  are  embodied  in  the 
"Harmonic  Music  Course.'' 

The  first  grade  work  is  largely  song  singing  but  intro- 
duces tone  matching,  tonal  dictation  and  changing  do. 
All  scales  are  begun  at  the  top  and  sung  down,  thus 
encouraging  head  tones  which  are  sure  to  be  light  if  the 
scale  be  begun  high  enough. 

In  the  second  grade,  tone  matching  and  changing  do, 
together  with  both  oral  and  written  dictation,  each  singing 
period  includes  a  vocal  drill,  taught  by  rote  and  designed 
to  promote  more  flexible  tones  and  clearer  articulation  as 
well  as  a  feeling  for  rhythm  as  these  drills  contain  two, 
three  and  four  sounds  to  the  beat.  During  this  year  in 
addition  to  the  chart,  books  are  introduced. 

The  third  year  continues  all  the  work  begun  in  the 
second  and  in  addition  introduces  such  chromatics  as 
sharp  4  and  flat  7;  also  some  very  easy  two-voice  studies. 
I  wish  to  say  right  here  that  the  range  of  the  second  part 
is  so  nearly  the  same  as  the  first,  that  no  harm  can  possi- 
bly come  from  singing  the  second  part.  If  I  may  be 
pardoned  for  speaking  of  my  own  children  I  wish  to  say 
that  both  of  my  little  girls  are  singing  second  part  in 
school  and  I  most  surely  would  not  permit  it  if  I  thought 
it  injurious.  During  this  year  the  divided  beat  is  intro- 
duced. 

The  fourth  year  continues  the  work  of  previous  years 
and  in  addition  takes  up  the  chromatic  tones,  sharp  1, 
sharp  2,  sharp  5.  the  dotted  note  (one  and  one-half  pulsa- 
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tions)  syncopation  and  the  triplet.  During-  this  year  the 
following-  rote  songs  are  sung,  "Annie  Laurie,"  "The 
Dearest  Spot  on  Earth,"  "Home  Again,"  "When  the 
Swallows  Homeward  Fly,"  "Swanee  River,"  "Old 
Oaken  Bucket,"  "Blue  Bells  of  Scotland,"  and  "Flow 
Gently  Sweet  Afton."  This  book  also  contains  an  excel- 
lent collection  of  patriotic  and  devotional  songs,  which  by 
the  way  appear  in  the  succeeding  books,  thereby  making  it 
possible  to  bring  several  grades  together  and  for  all  to  be 
supplied  with  the  same  music  for  such  days  as  Washing- 
ton's birthday  and  Memorial  day. 

The  fifth  year  we  have  for  new  elements  the  chromatics, 
sharp  6  and  flat  3,  the  normal  minor,  the  harmonic  minor,, 
four  sounds  to  the  beat  and  three-part  singing.  The  rote 
songs  for  this  year  are,  "Sweet  and  Low,"  "Cradle 
Hymn,"  "Massa's  in  the  Cold,  Cold  Ground,"  "Oft  in 
the  Stilly  Night,"  "Auld  Lang  Syne,"  "The  Harp  that 
once  through  Tara's  Halls,"  "Old  Kentucky  Home"  and 
"Long  Long  Ago." 

The  sixth  year's  book  is  simply  a  review  of  all  preced- 
ing ones,  in  which  we  find  the  elements  with  which  we 
have  become  familiar,  used  with  greater  freedom,  the 
only  new  thing  being  the  melodic  form  of  the  minor  scale. 
The  song  for  this  includes  the  "Vesper  Hymn,"  "Softly 
now  the  Light  of  Day,"  "Robin  Adair,"  "Gaily  the 
Troubadour,"  "The  Heart  Bowed  Down,"  "Then  You'll 
Remember  Me"  and  "The  Last  Rose  of  Summer." 

I  quote  from  a  writer  who  says  "These  songs  have 
entered  fully  into  our  American  life  and  thought.  Not  to 
know  these  songs  is  to  be  ignorant  of  the  thought  and 
sentiment  of  the  passing  generation.  Hence  they  should 
become  a  part  of  the  life  and  thought  of  every  American 
child.  This  part  of  the  child's  education  we  have  before 
assumed  to  be  provided  for  in  the  home,  but  the  rapid 
changes  in  the  character  of  our  people  make  dependence 
on  home  instruction  unwise.  The  school,  therefore,  is 
more  and  more  relied  upon  as  a  means  of  establishing- 
those  sentiments  regarding  home  and  country  upon  which 
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the  purity  of  life  and  the  permanence  of  our  government 
on  a  measure  depend." 

The  seventh  year  is  like  the  preceding-  one  only  more 
difficult.  Perhaps  the  only  really  new  thing-  is  a  begin- 
ning of  the  study  of  intervals,  primes,  seconds,  etc.  All 
through  this  course  I  have  tried  to  have  pupils  remember 
that,  in  the  key  signature,  the  flat  farthest  to  the  right 
is  always  on  fa,  and  the  sharp  farthest  to  the  right  is  on 
si  and  then  they  need  only  to  count  down  fa,  mi,  ra,  do, 
or  up  si,  do.  Of  course  we  want  them  to  know  keys  but 
first  we  want  them  to  sing  and  they  are  ready  to  begin  as 
soon  as  they  know  where  do  is.  This  course  has  not  got 
beyond  the  seventh. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  are  using  "The  Cecilian,"  Book 
III,  "The  Harmonia"  and  the  Laurel  Music  reader. 
The  High  school  chorus  is  better  than  in  recent  years. 
They  have  learned  the  cantata  "Ruth"  by  Gaul  and  at 
present  are  studying  "Gallia."  I  have  visited  the  rural 
schools  every  second  week  this  school  year  and  have  gone 
Thursday  mornings  and  on  my  own  time  rather  than 
cancel  any  regular  lessons.  At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank 
the  teachers  and  all  others  for  courteous  help.

I  have  had  more  trouble  this  year  than  for  some  time  on 
account  of  the  Child  Labor  Law.  Parents  do  not  see  why 
they  can  not  let  their  children  work  just  the  same  as  ever, 
and  many  of  them  will  not  send  them  to  school  until  they 
are  further  threatened  with  the  law  good  and  hard. 

We  have  had  the  past  year  many  more  tardy  marks  and 
half -day  absences  than  we  ought  to  have,  and  it  is  largely 
and  in  most  cases  due  to  the  fact  that  the  mother  did  not 
start  them  in  time,  or  sent  them  on  errands.  The  teacher 
don't  like  to  punish  a  child  for  what  the  mother  is  to  blame 
for,  but  the  tardy  marks  must  be  stopped  and  also  the 
absences.  Now,  mother,  what  would  you  do  if  you  were  a 
teacher  ?  I  will  tell  you  what  you  can  do  to  help  the  teacher 
and  the  truant  officer  and  so  help  your  children — don't  send 
them  on  errands  to  make  them  late  or  keep  them  out  when 
there  is  no  need  of  it. 

Why  not  plan  the  errands  and  work  before  and  after 
school  and  save  the  truant  officer  a  call  at  your  home. 
Parents  just  try  harder  this  year  than  ever  before  and  See 
if  you  can  not  help  us  and  by  so  doing  help  your  children 
and  yourself. 

Wre  have  had  more  tardy  marks  and  absences  in  the  up- 
town school  the  past  year  than  for  a  long  time  and  there 
is  no  one  to  blame  for  it  only  the  parents.  The  teacher 
has  marked  hard  to  overcome  some  of  this  trouble,  and  it 
must  be  stopped  or  more  will  get  punished  by  law.  The 
Parochial  schools  have  not  given  me  very  much  trouble  the 
past  year.  I  think  that  they  are  getting  along  quite  well, 
and  what  work  I  have  had  to  do  with  them  has  been  very 
pleasant. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  have  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Superintendent  and  members  of  the  School  Board,  the 
teachers  and  Sisters  of  both  Parochial  schools   for  their 
kindness  and  co-operation  during  the  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Laconia  Public 

Library: 
Gentlemen: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  eleventh  annual 
report.  With  the  exception  of  the  comparative  statement 
on  the  last  page,  the  facts  and  statistics  of  this  report  per- 
tain to  the  calendar  year  1913,  while  the  treasurer's  report 
and  the  comparative  statement  apply  to  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing- 15  February  1914. 

Owing  to  the  small  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning"  of 
the  fiscal  year  and  the  refusal  of  the  Council  to  appropriate 
the  amount  you  recommended,  the  purchase  of  new  books 
and  greatly  needed  equipment  was  restricted.  Only  36  of 
the  100  books  that  were  worn  out  were  replaced.  Very  few 
books,  other  than  the  fiction  received  in  weekly  shipments, 
were  bought  from  the  general  fund.  It  was  even  found  nec- 
essary to  stop  the  shipment  of  fiction  on  approval  in  October 
as  the  balance  on  hand  would  barely  pay  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  There  was  no  money 
available  to  print  bulletins  and  Miss  Phillips  was  compelled 
to  do  her  work  at  a  small  table  when  a  suitable  desk  would 
have  enabled  her  to  do  considerably  more  work  in  a  given 
time.  The  special  funds  provided  some  books  that  were 
urgently  needed,  but  the  lack  of  popular  books  explains  the 
loss  of  6.7  %  in  circulation  at  the  main  library  and  1.1  % 
at  the  branch. 

Until  another  story  can  be  added  to  the  stack,  bookcases 
must  be  built  each  year  and  much  time  will  be  lost  in  going 
to  the  basement  for  books  stored  there.  Some  relief  from 
the  crowded  condition  was  obtained  by  providing  a  revolv- 
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ing  bookcase  near  the  loan  desk  for  special  books  reserved 
for  high  school  pupils  and  for  other  books  while  being-  pre- 
pared for  circulation.  A  large  revolving  bookcase  in  the 
office  provided  shelving  for  more  books  in  less  space  than 
the  trucks  previously  in  use  and  saved  time  for  librarian 
and  catalogen 

The  old  Hammond  typewriter  was  exchanged  for  a  new 
model  that  made  it  possible  to  write  subject  headings  in  red 
and  words  in  italics  without  removing  the  card  or  the  type 
shuttle.  A  new  machine  was  also  bought  to  take  the  place 
of  the  one  owned  by  the  librarian  that  had  been  in  constant 
use  for  ten  years. 

Since  June,  Miss  Phillips  has  accessioned  the  new  books 
and  prepared  the  printed  cards,  from  the  Library  of  con- 
gress, for  the  card  catalogs  and  the  shelf  and  bulletin  lists. 
She  has  continued  in  charge  of  the  government  publica- 
tions, writing  subject  cards  for  such  as  seemed  most  useful 
to  our  patrons.  She  has  rearranged  the  older  documents 
and  prepared  cards  for  many  of  them.  There  has  been  a 
steady  gain  in  the  use  of  these  publications.  They  often 
furnish  information  that  can  not  be  supplied  otherwise. 

In  the  number  of  regular  cards  on  which  books  were 
issued  in  1913,  there  was  a  gain  of  60  or  3  %  at  the  main 
library.  Seventy  four  more  non-fiction  cards  were  used,  a 
gain  of  19  %.  At  both  libraries,  books  were  charged  on 
2,689  different  accounts  during  the  year.  The  inadequacy 
of  our  supply  of  new  books  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
only  367  new  books  were  bought  for  about  2,500  patrons. 
About  800  books,  on  the  average,  were  constantly  in  cir- 
culation. Not  one  reader  in  two  could  have  a  book  pur- 
chased within  a  year  even  if  all  the  new  books  were  in 
constant  use,  which  is  not  the  case.  Some  are  not  in  con- 
stant demand.  Others  must  be  rebound  before  they  can 
be  loaned.  Still  others  remain  in  the  libi'ary  a  short  time 
between  loans.  Probably,  not  one  fourth  of  the  books  in 
use  at  any  given  time  had  been  published  within  a  year. 
The  librarian  believes  that  the  circulation  could  be  easily 
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doubled  if  an  adequate  number  of  suitable  books  could  be 
provided.  A  few  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  new  books 
would  double  the  usefulness  of  the  library. 

The  law  prohibiting-  the  employment  of  girls  under  18 
years  of  age  in  the  evening  prevents  the  training  of  high 
school  students  in  library  work  and  compels  the  employ- 
ment of  adults.  This  will  materially  increase  the  cost  of 
administration  and  should  be  considered  in  fixing  the 
amonnt  of  money  provided  by  the  city. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  additional  equipment  to  enable 
the  librarian  and  his  assistants  to  make  the  best  possible 
use  of  their  time.  Another  story  of  the  stack  would 
make  possible  a  logical  arrangement  of  material  that  would 
save  very  many  hours  of  searching  by  the  staff  and  waiting 
by  the  patron.  A  suitable  desk  for  Miss  Phillips  would 
enable  her  to  accomplish  much  more  than  is  now  possible. 
A  60  tray  card  catalog  cabinet  near  the  loan  desk  would 
save  many  steps  that  now  take  time  and  strength  that  are 
needed  for  other  duties.  A  typewriter  desk,  a  filing  sys- 
tem and  a  card  catalog  cabinet  for  the  office  would  save  the 
librarian  |  many  hours  of  wasted  time.  The  library  can 
never  serve  the  children  properly  until  the  room  in  the 
basement  is  fitted  for  their  use. 

In  addition  to  the  customary  itemized  statement  of  the 
increase  and  use  of  the  library  for  the  past  calendar  year, 
a  comparative  statement  has  been  prepared  to  show  the 
more  important  facts  of  income,  expense  and  use  for  each 
of  the  ten  complete  fiscal  years  since  the  Gale  memorial 
library  has  been  occupied.  This  is  intended  to  show  the 
actual  cost  of  administration,  the  growth  in  the  use  of  the 
library  and  the  effect  of  insufficient  appropriation  upon 
the  service  of  the  library.  The  increased  use  does  not  co- 
incide with  the  larger  income,  because  the  income  is  not 
available^at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  because  it  takes 
time  to'JDuy  books,  prepare  them  for  circulation  and  to  in- 
form the  public  that  the  better  service  is  at  their  disposal. 
An  examination  of  the  table  on  the  last  page  of  this  report 
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shows  clearly  that  the  increased  use  follows  the  increased 
appropriation  and  the  decreased  use  follows  the  diminished 
income. 

The  attention  of  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council  is 
respectfully  called  to  the  fact  that  the  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year  is  only  $59.16, 
including-  the  balance  of  the  special  book  funds.  The 
average  balance  at  the  beginning-  of  each  fiscal  year  in  the 
series  has  been  $1,206.32.  An  extra  appropriation  of 
$1,150  would  only  provide  the  average  balance  to  start  the 
new  year.  The  actual  cost  of  administration  and  additions 
for  the  current  year  has  been  $5,825.50  on  a  basis  of  close 
economy.  The  total  income,  including  the  city  appropria- 
tion, was  $669.68  less  than  the  expense.  Unless  the  full 
amount  asked  for  by  the  Board  can  be  provided,  the  pres- 
ent standard  of  service  cannot  be  maintained  for  the  com- 
ing year.  Two  hundred  and  seventy  four  books  must  be 
rebound  before  they  can  be  loaned  again.  Almost  no 
juvenile  books  have  been  purchased  for  more  than  a  year. 
No  French  books  have  been  bought  for  five  years.  Such 
books  can  not  be  bought  from  the  special  book  funds. 
They  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund.  No  bul- 
letins have  been  published  for  three  years  and  a  half.  If 
those  who  cannot  come  to  the  library  are  to  be  able  to  send 
for  books  they  want,  money  must  be  provided  for  printing 
lists  of  the  new  books.

LAKEPORT  BRANCH. 

The  previous  rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  the  branch  was 
checked  by  the  inadequate  appropriation  of  1912.  The 
second  year  of  insufficient  income  shows  some  losses  and 
some  gains.  Only  seven  new  books  were  bought  for  cir- 
culation. A  set  of  "The  universal  cyclopaedia"  in  half 
leather  was  bought  for  $14.75  and  added  to  the  reference 
department.  A  revolving  bookcase  for  the  books  sent  from 
the  main  library  and  for  some  of  the  larger  reference  books 
was  added  to  the  equipment.  The  crowded  condition  of 
the  shelves  was  relieved  by  adding  an  extra  shelf  to  each 
section  of  the  wall  shelving. 

A  handsome  deer's  head,  suitably  mounted,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  branch  by  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Perkins  and 
was  placed  above  the  entrance  to  the  reading  room. 

Ninety  three  new  borrowers  registered  at  the  branch, 
about  19  %  of  the  whole  number.  The  circulation  fell  off 
103   issues  as  compared  with   1912,  but  the  percentage  of 


*Cards  used  at  main  library  and  branch  are  counted  but  once  in 
the  total. 
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the  total  circulation  was  larger  than  in  any  previous  year. 
In  1909,  books  were  not  charged  at  the  branch  until  the 
8th  of  March.  After  that  date  5250  books  were  drawn 
that  year,  or  12.3  %  of  the  whole  number  issued.  In  1910, 
15.6  %  of  the  books  loaned  were  charged  at  the  branch. 
In  1911  the  percentage  was  18.  In  1912  it  was  19.1,  and 
in  1913  almost  exactly  one  book  in  every  five  drawn  for 
home  use  was  charged  at  the  branch.  The  circulation 
would  doubtless  increase  rapidly  if  a  reasonable  supply  of 
new  and  popular  books  could  be  provided  regularly. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  regular  cards  and  sixty-five 
non-fiction  cards  were  used,  a  gain  of  almost  exactly  20  % 
over  1912  record.  There  were  248  fewer  readers  counted 
than  in  1912.  This  may  be  partly  clue  to  the  fact  that  the 
Elm  street  bridge  was  closed  during  the  fall  and  early 
winter.  However,  the  count  of  visitors  showed  a  gain  of 
788,  or  6  7c 

In  the  "Statistical  summary"  the  "Loaned  by  main 
library  for  circulation"  refers  to  the  books  sent  to  the 
branch  to  remain  two  months,  to  be  loaned  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  books  in  the  permanent  collection.  Six 
times  a  year,  a  list  of  158  books  is  prepared  by  taking  five 
of  the  forty  books  accessioned  on  each  page  of  the  acces- 
sions book,  counting  from  the  latest  book  cataloged. 
From  these  lists  five  books  are  sent  to  the  branch  daily, 
and  five  of  those  that  have  been  there  two  months  are  re- 
turned until  the  books  of  the  new  list  are  in  circulation  at 
the  branch  and  those  on  the  last  previous  list  have  been 
returned  to  the  main  library.  This  plan  provides  for  a 
constantly  changing  collection  of  the  newer  books  at  the 
branch.  For  each  new  list,  the  five  books  taken  on  each 
page  of  the  accessions  book  are  the  next  five  after  those 
taken  for  the  next  previous  list.  In  this  way,  every  book 
in  the  circulating  department  is  sent  to  the  branch  within 
sixteen  months  to  remain  in  circulation  two  months,  ex- 
cept that  some  of  the  new  books  on  these  lists  are  worn  out 
or  lost  before  their  turn  comes  to  go. 
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"Drawn  from  the  main  library  for  circulation"  refers  to 
the  books  sent  to  the  branch  in  response  to  requests  from 
individual  borrowers.  The  patron  prepares  a  list  of  the 
books  he  wants  from  the  main  library  and  hands  it  to  the 
librarian  of  the  branch,  who  sends  it  to  the  main  library  by 
mail.  If  any  book  on  the  list  is  in,  it  is  sent  to  the  branch 
by  the  first  delivery.  Requests  for  particular  books  by 
telephone  are  received,  and  the  book  is  sent  in  the  same 
way  and  is  included  in  the  count  with  those  selected  from 
the  individual  lists.  These/books  are  charged  to  the  branch 
and  are  returned  by  the  branch  when  received.  They  may 
be  returned  directly  to  the  main  library  by  the  borrower. 

The  branch  is  not  open  until  ten  a.  m.  and  is  closed  from 
one  to  two  in  the  afternoon.  The  patrons  could  be  better 
served  if  the  hours  were  the  same  as  at  the  main  library, 
but  this  service  cannot  be  given  until  an  assistant  can  be 
employed  regularly.

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council: 

The  year  ending  at  this  time  has  been  an  exceedingly 
busy  one  for  this  department  and  a  large  amount  of  work  in 
various  parts  of  the  city  has  been  carried  forward.  About 
every  section  has  received  attention  and  we  feel  that  much 
good  has  been  accomplished.  All  of  the  special  appropria- 
tions made  by  you  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with 
your  wishes.  The  concrete  bridge  in  Ward  6  built  by  the 
Wallace  Building  company,  was  completed  very  near  the 
time  stated  in  their  contract.  The  building  of  the  side- 
walks, roadway  and  approaches  will  be  done  as  early  as  the 
weather  will  permit.  The  Board  recommends  the  following 
appropriations  for  the  coming  year. 

General  appropriation,  $15,000.00 

Recovering  sidewalks,  1,500.00 

Treating  new  macadam,  1J500.00 

Engineer's  department,  750.00 

Sewer  department,  1,000.00 

Care  soldier's  monument,  Insurance,  etc.,  250.00 

Street  sprinkling  and  oiling,  4,500.00 

State  road  maintenance,  2,500.00 

Elm  street  bridge  and  approaches,  2,000.00 

Highland  street  surface  drain,  3,000.00 

Elm  street  surface  drain,  1,000.00

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In  the  list  of  regular  appropriations  we  ask  for  a  slight 
increase  in  the  General  appropriation  and  that  for  recover- 
ing sidewalks,  as  we  find  that  the  amounts  previously 
allowed  us  are  inadequate  with  the  extended  work  and  in- 
creased cost  of  labor  and  material.  If  it  is  your  judgment 
that  the  sprinkling  and  oiling  of  streets  shall  be  continued 
over  same  streets  we  have  taken  care  of  this  year  it  will  cost 
the  amount  we  name.  The  State  will  appropriate  an  equal 
amount  with  the  city  for  maintenance  of  State  highways. 
The  amount  asked  for  Elm  street  bridge  will  pave  the 
approaches  and  complete  the  work  within  the  engineer's 
estimate.  The  surface  drains  asked  for  are  very  necessary 
to  relieve  the  sections  named  as  they  now  suffer  much  in- 
convenience and  damage  from  water.  This  Board  called 
your  attention  to  the  repaving  of  Main  street  in  a  former 
report  and  we  now  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  00 
be  appropriated  to  put  this  street  in  proper  condition  from 
the  present  concrete  paving  to  the  bridge.  It  is  the  in- 
tention to  remove  the  granite  block  pavement  and  lay  a  con- 
crete pavement  similar  to  that  in  Bank  Square,  the  granite 
blocks  to  be  relaid  on  Water  street.  Sidewalks  on  Main 
street  to  be  made  wider  and  brought  to  proper  grade. 
Electric  lights  and  wiring  to  be  re-arranged  and  other  neces- 
sary improvements  made. 

The  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner  and  Engineer  for 
the  departments  under  our  control  accompany  this  and  we 
invite  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  made  therein. 
Thanking  you  for  the  assistance  you  have  rendered  us  in 
carrying  out  the  various  improvements  undertaken,  we 
submit  the  above  for  your  consideration.

REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMISSIONER. 


To  the  Board  of  Public  Works: 

Gentlemen  :— I  present  the  following  as  the  annual 
report  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1914. 

Bituminous  Macadam. 

Tarvia  macadam  pavement  was  laid  on  North  Main  street 
from  Church  street  to  Oak  street  and  on  Clinton  street  from 
Union  avenue  to  Mechanic  street. 

There  were  laid  5486  sq.  yds.  on  North  Main  street  at  a 
cost  of  84.1  cents  per  sq.  yd.,  and  725  sq.  yds.  on  Clinton 
street  at  a  cost  of  $1.03  per  sq.  yd.  These  costs  include  the 
grading  of  the  streets  and  all  the  preliminary  work  re- 
quired. A  seal  coat  of  Tarvia  B.  was  applied  to  Clinton 
street  late  in  the  fall. 

We  now  have  a  total  area  of  57827  sq.  yds.  of  bituminous 
macadam  pavement  all  laid  since  the  summer  of  1908,  and 
costing  on  the  average,  71.5  cents  per  sq.  yd.,  including  the 
grading  and  preparing  the  street  surfaces.  This  pavement 
is  all  in  good  condition  and  giving  excellent  satisfaction  to 
users  and  the  abutting  owners.  It  is  not  slippery  on  grades 
up  to  5  per  cent,  is  comparatively  noiseless,  is  very  easily 
cleaned,  and  as  a  result  is  sanitary  and  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance is  remarkably  low. 

The  maintenance  cost  for  the  year  1913  amounts  to 
$955.86  or  1.89  cents  per  sq.  yd.,  which  is  above  the  average 
as  nearly  one-third  the  area  was  treated  to  its  first  coat  of 
Tarvia  B.  and  the  first  treatment  takes  about  double  the 
amount  of  tarvia  as  do  subsequent  treatments.  Main- 
tenance has  consisted  of  repairing  such  spots  as  show  signs 
of  breaking  up  or  ravelling  by  picking  out  the  loose  material, 
cleaning  and  tarring  the  edges  of  the  old  pavement,  rolling 
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in  fresh  clean  stone,  and  applying  hot  tar  binder  by  means 
of  a  broom,  in  sufficient  quantities.  The  whole  area  is  then 
covered  by  a  thin  coat  of  Tarvia  B.  poured  from  barrels  or 
spread  from  a  tank  wagon  and  broomed  by  hand  to  a  thin 
even  coat.  This  coat  is  allowed  to  set  undisturbed  as  long 
as  traffic  conditions  will  permit  and  then  covered  with  a 
sprinkling  of  clean  sharp  sand.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
bituminous  pavements  are  showing  such  excellent  results 
after  five  years  of  wear,  and  that  there  are  many  of  our 
principal  streets  badly  in  need  of  surfacing  it  would  seem 
wise  to  build  more  of  this  pavement  this  coming  season. 

Bridges  and  Culverts. 

We  have  been  to  the  usual  heavy  expense  to  maintain  our 
numerous  wooden  bridges.  Have  repaired  the  bridges  on 
Beacon  street,  Fair  street,  Gold  street,  Mill  street,  and 
other  smaller  structures  and  have  put  a  bituminous  wear- 
ing surface  on  Fair  street,  Main  street,  Messer  street,  Mill 
street  bridges  and  cleaned  and  painted  the  steel  work  of 
The  Weirs  channel  bridge. 

The  Elm  street  bridge  being  in  a  very  decayed  condition, 
it  was  determined  to  replace  it  with  a  reinforced  concrete 
structure  and  the  sum  of  $20,000  was  appropriated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  city  council. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  by  the  city  engineer 
and  a  contract  was  let  to  the  Wallace  Building  company  of 
Laconia.  Work  was  commenced  by  this  company  on 
September  15th,  and  pushed  with  reasonable  rapidity  until 
January  3rd,  1914,  when  the  last  of  the  concrete  was 
poured.  The  filling  over  the  deck  of  the  bridge  was 
placed  by  January  15th  and  work  was  suspended  until 
warmer  weather. 

There  still  remains  the  finishing  of  the  exposed  faces  of 
the  concrete,  pointing  and  finishing  old  abutments,  and  the 
removal  of  the  supporting  forms  to  complete  the  contract  of 
the  Wallace  Building  company. 

The  contract  for  the  piers,  superstructure  and  filling  was 
let  for  the  sum  of  $17,530  and  the  amount  of  $234.06  was 
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allowed  as  extra  work  for  the  additional  excavation  and 
concrete  required  to  carry  Pier  No.  I  from  the  east  end  to 
a  proper  foundation.  The  contract  for  iron  railings  has 
been  given  to  C.  C.  Dame  of  Laconia  and  they  will  be  in- 
stalled as  soon  as  possible. 

There  remains  to  be  done  the  setting  of  curb  stone,  and 
the  building  of  sidewalks  and  street  pavement  on  the  bridge 
proper  and  approaches. 

The  bridge  was  closed  and  the  traffic  diverted  over  the 
Gold  street  bridge.  It  was  found  necessary  to  repair  tem- 
porarily, the  Gold  street  bridge,  to  safely  care  for  this 
diverted  traffic,  but  this  bridge  should  be  discontinued  and 
closed  as  soon  as  more  repairs  are  needed  on  it. 

The  following  table  of  bridges  of  10  feet  or  more  span 
shows  in  a  general  way  their  condition. 

The  deck  of  the  Main  street  bridge  and  much  of  the 
timbering  is  getting  very  poor  and  may  require  repairs  or 
removal  this  coming  season.  The  tar  concrete  pavement  on- 
this  bridge  is  all  that  holds  the  deck  together,  and  many  of 
the  stringers  under  the  roadway  as  well  as  under  the  car 
track  are  very  rotten.  It  would  be  wise  to  renew  this 
bridge  with  a  reinforced  concrete  structure  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Should  the  Perley  canal  be  enclosed  in  a  concrete  conduit 
as  far  as  Beacon  street,  the  structure  should  be  continued 
under  the  Beacon  street  bridge  and  the  street  filled  in  to 
grade  and  this  bridge  removed. 

Drains. 

Considerable  was  done  in  the  construction  of  surface 
water  sewers  where  badly  needed,  but  much  remains  that 
should  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  finances  permit.  A  drain 
was  built  from  the  Winnipesaukee  river  at  the  Elm  street 
bridge  to  the  junction  of  School  and  Elm  streets.  This 
drain  should  be  extended  to  near  the  junction  of  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue  and  Elm  street. 

On  Endicott  street  at  The  Weirs,  a  drain  was  built  from 
the  Boulevard  to  the  river  at  The  Weirs  channel. 
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The  Fair  street  drain  was  found  to  be  obstructed  by  tree 
roots  and  was  cleaned  out  and  additional  manholes  built. 

A  drain  was  built  from  Main  street, to  the  junction  of 
Oak  and  Middle  streets. 

A  drain  was  built  from  the  river  easterly  through  Straf- 
ford street,  nearly  to  its  junction  with  Union  avenue. 

A  drain  was  built  on  Tower  street  at  The  Weirs  from 
Lakeside  avenue  to  above  The  Weirs  Hotel  and  several 
small  drains  and  extensions  on  Lakeside  avenue. 

As  many  of  the  culverts  on  the  country  roads  were 
thrown  out  by  the  action  of  the  frost  last  spring,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  replace  them  with  corrugated  iron  cul- 
verts which  will  doubtless  save  expense  in  the  future  and 
insure  their  usefulness  when  most  needed. 

The  following  drains  are  badly  needed  and  should  be 
attended  to  this  coming  season  : 

On  Belknap  and  Oak  streets  to  the  river.  On  Highland 
street  from  Jewett  brook  to  beyond  High  street  and  on 
High  street  from  Highland  to  Beaman  street,  and  from 
Union  Avenue  to  Avery  street.  On  Baldwin,  Joliet  and 
Lovell  streets  to  Merrimac  street. 

The  outlet  of  the  Messer  street  drain  is  still  under  the 
dump  belonging  to  J.  B.  Adams  and  should  be  removed  and 
carried  under  the  railroad  to  Lake  Opechee. 

General  Repairs  and  Country  Roads. 

The  country  roads  were  kept  in  good  repair  throughout 
the  season,  but  the  greatly  increased  use  of  automobiles 
makes  it  more  costly  and  difficult  to  keep  such  roads  in  re- 
pair. 

Lakeside  Avenue  Improvements  at  The  Weirs. 
The  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  for  improvements 
at  The  Weirs  and  was  expended  in  building  drains  on  Endi- 
cott  street,  Tower  street  and  Lakeside  avenue,  and  in 
grading  and  surfacing  the  latter  street  with  cinders.  The 
surfacing  was  not  completed  as  far  as  desired  as  it  was 
found  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary  cinders  from  the 
B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  but  should  be  completed  early  this  coming 
spring. 
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Regulating  Streets  and  Grading  Sidewalks. 

We  were  enabled  to  make  commendable  progress  in 
grading  and  regulating  steets  and  sidewalks  by  reason  of 
the  increased  appropriations  for  such  work  from  the  cit\ 
council. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  along  this  line  as  there  are  still 
many  streets,  recently  laid  out  as  public  ways,  which  have 
had  little  done  to  them  and  are  badly  in  need  of  improve- 
ment. 

Scavenger  Service. 

There  has  been  collected  2085  loads  of  ashes  and  waste 
during  the  past  year  and  they  have  been  disposed  of  at  a 
cost  of  93  cents  per  load. 

State  Road  Maintenance. 

The  Merrimac  Valley  Route  from  the  Belmont  line  to  the 
Meredith  line  has  been  maintained  by  oiling,  dragging,  etc., 
at  a  cost  of  $2061.72,  one-half  of  which  was  furnished  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  sum  of  $1500  to  go  with  a 
like  sum  from  the  state  be  added  this  year  to  enable  us  to 
resurface  parts  of  The  Weirs  Boulevard  which  are  now 
worn  out. 

Street  Sprinkling  and  Oiling. 

The  amount  of  $4156.44  was  expended  for  street  sprink- 
ling and  oiling. 

It  was  determined  to  abandon  water  sprinkling  on  all 
but  the  paved  streets  and  to  oil  all  other  streets  that  were 
sprinkled  the  previous  year. 

Such  good  results  were  obtained  from  oiling  and  such  a 
demand  was  made  for  more  oil  that  it  was  found  advisable 
to  cover  an  area  thirty-three  per  cent  greater  than  was  ex- 
pected when  the  appropriation  of  $3,000  was  made  for 
street  sprinkling. 

As  the  demand  for  oil  sprinkling  was  not  covered,  I  wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  still  more  money  will 
be  needed  the  coming-  season  if  the  demand  is  to  be  met. 
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Oil  sprinkling  is  more  satisfactory  and  cheaper  for  the 
season  than  water  sprinkling  on  all  but  paved  streets. 

If  the  city  is  to  continue  the  policy  of  oiling  streets  it 
would  be  wise  and  economical  to  secure  a  trestle  and  tanks 
for  storing  oil.  It  is  at  times  difficult  to  get  road  oil,  usually 
when  it  is  most  needed,  and  a  supply  of  10,000  gallons 
should  be  kept  on  hand  from  early  in  the  season  to  cover 
emergencies. 

General. 

The  promptness  with  which  appropriations  were  made  or 
decided  on  by  the  city  council,  was  a  great  help  to  this  de- 
partment and  enabled  us  to  plan  our  work  to  the  best 
advantage  and  to  complete  practically  all  work  provided  for. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  appropri- 
ation for  general  maintenance  is  not  adequate  for  conditions 
as  they  now  exist.  That  it  is  no  more,  if  as  much  as  was 
appropriated  fifteen  years  ago,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the 
price  for  labor  and  materials  has  increased  twenty  to  thirty 
per  cent  and  the  population  of  the  city  has  increased  more 
than  thirty  per  cent. 

The  appropriation  for  general  repairs  and  maintenance 
should  be  at  least  $16,000  per  year. 

There  are  some  tools  which  we  now  lack  that  it  would 
be  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  own. 

The  personnel  of  the  department,  as  now  organized,  is 
excellent,  and  is  doing  good  and  faithful  work. 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  ending  February 
15,  1914  is  $55,446.06,  and  I  have  itemized  it  under  the  fol- 
lowing headings :

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Hoard  of  Public  Works: 

Gentlemen  : — This  department  has  attended  to  a  large 
amount  of  work  the  past  year  for  the  various  departments. 
Surveys,  estimates,  and  grades  have  been  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  sewers,  surface  water  sewers,  street  pavements, 
sidewalks,  etc.  Many  plans  and  profiles  have  been  made 
and  placed  on  file.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  proposed  work 
have  been  made  for  your  Board  and  for  the  City  Council. 
Surveys,  plans,  and  descriptions  have  been  made  and  filed 
for  the  layout  of  highways. 

Two  sets  of  plans  were  made  for  the  construction  of  the 
Elm  street  bridge  together  with  specifications  and  contracts. 
The  construction  of  this  bridge  was  carefully  supervised  by 
the  city  engineer  in  all  its  details. 

A  great  many  plans  and  records  are  now  on  file  in  the 
vault  of  this  department  which  are  now  and  will  be  in  the 
future  of  inestimable  value  to  the  citizens  of  this  city. 

I  must  again  urge  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding for  a  complete  map  of  the  more  settled  portions  of 
the  city  as  a  matter  of  future  record  and  for  the  present  use 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  determine  the  areas  and 
owners  of  all  parcels  of  land. 

Although  each  street,  as  now  laid  out,  is  described  and  its 
limits  fixed  by  means  of  stone  monuments  set  in  the  ground, 
this  description  and  the  monuments  are  referred  to  local 
objects  alone  and  only  in  a  few  cases  are  adjacent  streets 
tied  together  in  such  a  manner  as  to  insure  the  location  of 
bounds  when  the  objects  of  reference,  now  used,  shall  have 
been  obliterated. 

Accurate  traverse  lines  should  be  run   from  a  common 
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base  to  all  parts  of  the  city  and  the  various  separate  street 
locations  tied  to  these  traverse  lines.  The  whole  should  be 
plotted  onto  a  map  or  maps  of  suitable  scale  and  the 
property  or  division  lines  drawn  between  each  parcel  of 
land.  The  name  of  the  owner  and  the  area  of  same  should 
be  indicated  on  each  subdivision  of  land. 

We  now  have  on  hand  a  large  amount  of  data  which 
could  be  used  on  such  a  plan,  but  lack  the  funds  to  provide 
for  the  necessary  triangulation  and  surveys  to  outline  the 
map  required. 

It  would  be  found  that  the  usefulness  of  such  a  map 
would  tremendously  over-balance  the  small  expense  re- 
quired to  prepare  it  and  that  the  information  it  would 
furnish  the  assessors  would  return  its  cost  in  a  very  short 
time.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SEWERS. 


To  the  Board  of  Public  Works: 

Gentlemen  : — The  sanitary  sewerage  system  was  main- 
tained in  good  order  during  the  year  and  only  the  usual 
minor  difficulties  were  met  with. 

Roots  were  removed  when  encountered  and  some  new 
manholes  were  built  where  needed  in  the  old  sewer  lines,  to 
give  better  access  for  the  purpose  of  removing  roots  and 
obstructions. 

The  Taylor  street  sewer  was  extended  213  feet,  as  far  as 
the  present  layout  of  the  street.  The  Winter  street  sewer 
was  extended  for  a  distance  of  769  feet  and  the  Strafford 
street  sewer  was  extended  for  a  distance  of  282  feet, 
making  a  total  built  of  1264  feet. 

Sewers  are  called  for  on  Butler  street,  Woodland  avenue, 
and  Mechanic  street,  and  on  Sheridan  street  at  Lakeport. 

There  will  be  a  call  for  sewers  in  the  Opechee  Park 
section,  recently  opened  up  and  a  collecting  sewer  should  be 
built  from  Messer  street  to  Central  street  through  the  pro- 
posed Opechee  street. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  sewers  in  Joliet,  Dolloff,  and 
Edwards  streets,  but  as  the  necessary  right  of  way  for  an 
outlet  into  Cottage  street  has  not  been  secured,  no  construc- 
tion has  been  attempted. 

Fifty-eight  permits  were  issued  to  connect  buildings  with 
the  public  sewer. 

Plumbing. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  of  plumbers  examined  two 
applicants  for  journeyman  plumber's  license  one  of  whom 
passed  the  required  examination  and  was  given  a  license. 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  permits  to  do  plumbing  were 
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taken  out  and  when  the  work  was  finished  it  was  tested  by 
the  superintendent  of  sewers.

Laconia,  N.  H.,  Feb.  10,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council: 

We  respectfully  submit  herewith,  the  report  of  the  City 
Marshal  for  the  year  ending  February  15th,  1914. 

The  unsuitableness  of  the  Water  Street  lockup,  for  the 
detention  and  proper  care  of  prisoners,  is  too  well  known 
to  require  any  description  by  this  Board.  Recommenda- 
tions have  repeatedly  been  made  by  this  Department  for  a 
building  suitable  to  the  needs  of  a  growing  city  such  as 
ours  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  modern  civiliza- 
tion. The  indifference  of  our  citizens  coupled  with  an 
absolute  disregard  of  all  humane  principles,  by  previous 
city  administrations,  do  not  encourage  us  to  hope  that  any 
suggestion  we  might  make  at  this  time  would  receive  a 
greater  degree  of  consideration.  Nevertheless,  we  feel  that 
by  calling  attention  to  this  matter  we  are  doing  our  full 
duty,  trusting  that  no  lamentable  catastrophe  will  happen 
before  the  citizens  of  our  city  awaken  to  the  realization  of 
its  possibility.

Laconia,  N.  H.,  February  14,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  city 
solicitor : 

The  suit  brought  by  the  city  against  Charles  E.  Brown 
has  been  settled  with  your  approval,  each  side  making  some 
concessions  to  save  the  expense  and  uncertainties  of  litiga- 
tion. It  is  hoped  that  there  may  be  no  further  trouble  or 
dispute  about  the  drainage  of  Endicott  street  at  the  place- 
in  controversy  between  the  city  and  Mr.  Brown. 

The  suits  of  Simon  A.  Beard  and  of  Idella  M.  Locke,  his 
executrix,  claiming  damages  for  a  change  of  grade  on 
North  street  and  a  consequent  diversion  of  water,  are  still 
pending. 

The  petitions  of  Emma  M.  J.  Prescott,  Grace  E.  Blaisdell 
and  the  Laconia  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  the  abate- 
ment of  taxes  assessed  against  them  respectively  April  1, 
1912,  have  been  referred  to  the  state  tax  commission,  but 
have  not  yet  been  heard.  Each  has  a  like  petition  for  the 
taxes  assessed  April  1,  1913,  but  the  latter  petitions  are  not 
returnable  till  the  March  term,  1914. 

The  appeal  of  Lewis  S.  Perley  from  the  widening  of 
Main  street  in  front  of  the  Perley  block  is  also  returnable 
at  the  March  term,  1914. 

No  other  cases  are  pending  in  court  to  which  the  city  is 
a  party,  but  many  other  matters  have  come  before  me,  of 
which  a  detailed  report  is  not  necessary  or  practicable.

Laconia,  N.  H.,  Feb.  14,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  the  21st  annual  report 
of  the  fire  department  for  the  year  ending-  Feb.  15th,  1914. 

During-  the  year  we  have  had  31  bell  alarms  and  93 
telephone  calls,  and  the  insurance  paid  was  very  small  as 
compared  with  other  cities  of  this  size. 

I  have  sent  the  steamer  away  to  be  overhauled  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $355  which  I  have  paid  out  of  my  regular  appro- 
priation. The  firm  of  J.  B.  Feilleu  &  Son  reports  to  me 
that  the  steamer  is  in  as  good  condition  now  as  new. 

I  have  also  put  a  gravel  roof  on  the  Central  station  at  an 
expense  of  $265;  this,  too,  was  paid  out  of  the  regular 
appropriation.  The  total  inventory  at  the  present  time  is 
$41,963. 

Under  the  present  high  cost  of  living  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  recommend  the  firemen  to  be  given  more  pay,  and  of 
course  the  appropriation  will  have  to  be  enough  more  to 
take  care  of  this.
